Assessor’s books, which are now in the 
hands of the Board oí Supervisors for the 
purpose of equalization, show an increase 
of $094,495 in the taxable property over 
last year. 
Of this increase. $324.118 is in 
Santa Rosa township. Except Petalum a 
and Ocean, every township in the county 
has increased in wealth. Petalum a has 
decreased $793, m ainly personal property, 
and Ocean’s decrease is $2,024, due m ainly 
to a m istake year before last in the assess­ 
m ent. 
The North Pacific Railroad and the city 
of Santa Rosa shows a total valuation of 
$3,593,180, an increase of $230,390 over 
last year. 
The city of Petalum a valuation is $1,838,­ 
483; decrease, $52,167. 
Healdsburg, total, $760,743; 
increase, 
$13,607.

Thursday night upon the comet discovered 
by him in September last the following 
statistics regarding it may be deduced : 
As I have said in a previous note, this 
comet, which is now a long way past its 
perihelion, baa lost all signs of a tail which 
it had when nearest the sun. No doubt the 
effect of the sun’s action upon the head of 
the comet has become so sm all at its pres­ 
ent distance, 253,000,000 miles, that the 
head is no longer forced to give out those 
stream s of m atter which showed to us as 
th e comet’s tail. 
But the comet was subject to immense 
strains and stress in passing that part of its 
orbit nearest the sun, and it is now show­ 
ing the effect of the forces in the following 
way : 
Its body is evidently becoming dis­ 
integrated, and the fragments are seen to 
he streaming behind the comet in the form 
of a tail directed not from but toward the 
son. This mass of m atter was measured 
by Mr. B arnaid on July 16tb, and his 
measures show that it least possible length 
is 430,000 miles, and its least possible dia­ 
m eter is 144,000 miles, so that the frag­ 
m ents which have already broken off from 
this comet am ount to at least 70,000,000,­ 
000,000,000 cubic miles. 
The comet itself, which is 165,000,000 
m iles from the earth, is still fairly bright, 
and, were it not for the fragments which 
are seen to follow, it would seem to be in a 
perfectly norm al condition. As it is, we 
know it m ust have lost an immense quan­ 
tity of its original substance. This is an 
interesting case to astronomers, as it shows 
alm ost palpably the effect of the enormous 
forces to which every comet is subject at 
the tim e of its perihelion passage, and the 
w hole phenom enon forms an interesting 
comm entary on the text that comets, even 
the stoutest of them , m ust be short-lived 
things.

S a n D ie g o , July 19th.—A little afternoon 
yesterday an Indian named Jose Antonio 
Gonzales was shot and instantly killed by 
John H. Banks, a negro well known in this 
city. The shooting occurred at the Cox 
place, on Johnson 
hights, about three 
miles from town. The weapon used was a 
shotgun, and the Indian’s head was nearly 
severed from his body, tbe entire charge 
taking effect in his neck. Banks has been 
in charge of the Cox place while the owner 
is visiting in Los Angeles, and had been to 
town yesterday morning to transact some 
business. On the road home he overtook 
Gonzales, who asked for and was given a 
ride to Old Town. 
W hen they reached the place Banks told 
tbe Indian to go on hom e; but as he had 
been drinking he refused and hung around 
for some tim e. Banks tried to eject him 
and a scuffle ensued, after which the negro 
went and got the gun, as he says, to scare 
the 
aborigine. 
Gonzales 
grabbed the 
weapon, and was in the act of wrenching 
it from the hands of Banks when he pulled 
the trigger and the Indian fell to the earth 
a corpse. 
Banks gave him self up, and in extenua­ 
tion said that Mr. Cox told him to protect 
two young ladies who were staying at the 
house. Misses Mattie H anby and Caddie 
Moreland, and he would shoot the Indian 
several times if necessary in doing so. 
The girls were the only wituesses of the 
shooting. Banks bears a good reputation, 
while the Indian has been before the 
Police Court m any times w ithin the past 
year.

N a p a , July 19ih.—Gerhard Onken, who 
struck W illiam Anherg with a tanner’s 
graining-knife and cut his head open some 
days ago, has had his prelim inary exam in­ 
ation on charge of assault with" a deadly 
weapon, and is held to appear before the 
Superior Court with bail fixed at $1,000. 
H e gave the bail and is now at large. 
W hen Anherg was first hurt the physi­ 
cian called said he would probably be all 
right in a few days. 
In the course of a 
week, however, the m an showed a high 
fever and had slight convulsions, which led 
the surgeon to think the brain was affected. 
H e thereupon made a caretul examination 
and discovered that the skull had been 
fractured for the distance of about an inch, 
where the point of the knife passed through 
it, and that pieces of the skull, broken 
from the inside, were pushing against the 
brain, causing 
the convulsions.

pieces of bone have been removed from 
under the skull and the patient seems bet­ 
ter, though the case may possibly result 
fatally. The only wonder in the m atter 
seems to be that the injured man was not 
killed instantly, as tüe knife used was 
about eighteen inches long and weighed 
several pounds.

W e have lately made a discovery which, 
it seems now, we ought to have made 
sooner—that the top of the average kitchen 
stove is too little elevated above the floor, 
and th at there is in consequence a good 
deal of backache and other discomfort in­ 
flicted upon the cook because so much of 
her work has to he done in a stooping 
posture. 
R ather, we should say, perhaps, 
th at we have discovered a remedy for the 
trouble which we have home for many 
years, and which we hasten to make known 
to others in the hope of lessening their 
troubles. 
O ur remedy is simply lifting the stove 
u[>on a platform which will raise it tosuch 
a hight as will bring the cooking utensils, 
when on the stove, w ithin easy reach of 
one standing erect, or nearly so. 
In our 
case this required a platform about nine 
inches in depth, and to save the expense 
of a carpenter to build it, we secured an 
em pty [lacking box of the requisite size 
from the grocer at a cost of only ten cents. 
Bril-lied over with staining m aterial cor­ 
responding with the color of the floor, our 
platform looked neat and as though an es- 
i tahlished part of the room. 
The only additional expense involved 
was that of adjusting the stovepipe to the 
new conditions. 
The top of the stove is 
now as high as the kitchen table, or a 
little higher, and the cook and every one 
who has occasion to use the stove are de­ 
lighted with t lie change and the greatly 
lightened lalior.—A. 1'. .1 [nil and Erprt as.

S T O R IN G S U G A R .

N e w Y’o r k , July 19th.—A belief that vast 
quantities of sager that have been piled up 
in the big storage warehouses along the 
Brooklyn water-front during the past two 
years has been corralled in view of a 
squeeze by the managers of the sugar trust, 
found many supporters in financial circles. 
Though for some tim e past the piling up 
of this commodity was generally know n.it 
was supposed to be owing to the scarcity of 
room in the refining buildings. Havemeyer 
& Elder, Havemeyer & Matheson and 
W icher’s Companies, the apparent con­ 
trolling spirits of the trust, were the most 
extensive storers. On the Stock Exchange 
the opinion prevails that the trust has been 
engineering a corner in sugar, and that ere 
long the price of the refined article will be 
sent up like a rocket. 
W holesale grocery 
houses and other consumers in this city 
evidently anticipated this movement on 
the part of the trust. 
For m onths back 
every available inch of store-rooms in big 
grocery houses on the West Side have been 
utilized for storing sugar, and many of the 
public warehouses, heretofore at this season 
of tbe year filled with a winter supply of 
canned goods, has been engaged by whole­ 
salers for sugar storage. 
On the other haDd tbe W all street sugar 
brokers hold that the trust has stored 
sugar because there was no m arket for it. 
The prices have struck bottom and the re­ 
finers can realize no profit on their m anu­ 
facture.

L i t t l e F a l l s (M inn.), July 19th.—Such 
vengeance as the law can inflict has fallen 
upon Albert Bulow, and the m urder of 
Franklin Eich has been requitted. 
Pre­ 
cisely at 12:30 o’clock Sheriff Raaicot threw 
the lever. There was a plunge; the sadden 
chung of the rope as it reached its length; 
a slight crack of the gibbet, then a spas­ 
modic quiver of the struggling form and 
Bulow was a corpse. 
This was the first execution in the State 
under the law passed by the last Legisla­ 
ture, the provisions ot which are of adoubt- 
ful constitutionality. 
The Act provides 
that all executions shall take place between 
the hours of m idnight and sunrise; that no 
person representing a newspaper shall be 
present, and that no details of such execu­ 
tion beyond the statem ent that such con­ 
vict was duly executed according to law 
shall be published in any newspaper. The 
violation of this law is made a misde­ 
meanor. 
Shortly after m idnight the Sheriff, ac­ 
companied by his deputy, visited the con­ 
demned m an’s cell, where he was found 
fully dressed in the plain suit which was to 
serve for his shroud, and praying fervidly 
by the side of Father Donovan, who had 
been attending him . 


RY CANDLE-LIGHT. 
By the dim light of the single candle al­ 
lowed the prisoner the death-warrant was 
read. Bulow’s face assumed an ashy hue, 
b at he preserved his calmness during the 
trying ordeal, standing with bowed head 
and his hands clasped before him. 
The Sheriff placed him self at the prison­ 
e rs right arm and the deputy at his left, 
and the march to the gallows was begun. 
The condemned m an stepped lightly from 
his cell into the main corridor of the jail, 
which was dim ly lighted by a single flick­ 
ering gas jet. "His eyes fell upon the 
shadows on the wall, and he sank back in 
fear and trembling. The m uttered prayer 
of the priest broke the silence, and, reas­ 
sured, the condemned man marched on 
toward his doom. They crossed the hall 
and out into the inclosure. 
YVhen the engine of death first met the 
prisoner’s eyes he started and trembled 
violently, but the Sheriff’s clasp on his 
arm tightened visibly and steadily. They 
ascended the stairs and crossed to the drop. 


NEARLY SCARED TO DEATH. 
Bulow appeared entirely unconscious of 
his surroundings. 
H e stood on the trap as 
pale as death itself beneath the single flick­ 
ering light which lit the scene. 
H e paid 
no heed to the rope which dangled by his 
side or the serpentine shadows it cast at his 
feet. 
H is eyes were fixed upon the dark­ 
ness beyond the scaffold, where the nine 
spectators were huddled together, but he 
did not even recognize his bosom friend, 
who was among them . A dead calm had 
settled upon him , and a spectator whis­ 
pered, “H e is really dead now.” 
As the 
Sheriff quickly adjusted the straps the 
m an’s gaze fell upon the coffin, which sat 
in one corner awaiting him . H e half 
smiled at the gleam of the silver handles, 
then fixed his eyes upon the crucifix car­ 
ried by the priest. 
The black cap was then drawn closely 
down and the noose circled about his neck. 
The Sheriff’s hand had scarcely left the 
noose to straighten out and adjust the rope 
when with a quick movem ent it touched 
the lever. The prisoner’s voice seemed to 
be faintly heard ; then, w ithout prayer or 
confession, adieu or penitence, the bolts 
were shot back and the drop swung away. 


TH E CRIME EXPIATED. 
The body fell into the semi-darkness be­ 
neath the trap, and swayed to and fro, 
casting gruesome shadows at the feet of the 
awe-stricken 
spectators. 
A 
convulsive 
shudder ran through the frame, and then 
it hung with a quivering motion. 
The brother of the m an whose m urder 
had just been expiated stepped forward, 
with head uncovered, touched the swing­ 
ing body, muttered an imprecation, and 
then stepped to one side. 
Coroner Fortier and Dr. Lonsdale then 
stepped forwatd and made the customary 
pulse examination. Twelve m inutes elapsed 
and Albert Bulow was pronounced dead. 
The body was cut down, placed in the 
coffin and carried to the office ot the Cor­ 
oner. 
The execution was witnessed but by the 
nine men perm itted by the law to be pres­ 
ent and the officials of the jail, no newspa­ 
per representative being present. 
The spectators were completely overcome 
by the ghastly scene, and describe it as be­ 
ing most appalling.

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JUMPING-OFF PLACE OF CREATION. 


HOW IT LOOKS AT THE TIP-END OF 
THE CALIFORNIA PENINSULA. 


One of the Most R em arkable Places on 
the W hole Pacific Coast — 
Los Frailes.

L a P az (Baja California), 1889. 
Who does not remember his school-boy 
belief, engendered in the geography classes 
of those days, that Cape St. Lucas (then 
erroneously set down as the extreme point 
of this peninsula), was the very end of all 
creation—the wildest, strangest and least 
likely to be visited spot on the surface of 
God’s green earth? 
As the good ship Newbern neared that 
particular locality, in the gray twilight of 
a morning last March, the old school-day 
idea, that about the last spot in the uni­ 
verse had been reached, returned to your 
correspondent in full force. I wish I could 
make vou see how queer it looks—the 
apex of this extremely long and barren 
tongue of land whose like does not exist 
anywhere on the globe. The cold black 
and white of ink and paper can never do 
faintest justice to it, nor could the most 
vivid painting in oils; not on account ot 
beauty or attractiveness, but because of the 
grotesque and strange colors and wonder­ 
ful combinations of hight and shade—the 
comparatively uninhabited land and the 
teeming ocean-life on every side—the air 
of antiquity, and mystery and unbroken 
tranquillity that envelopes all things above 
and below, as if this little corner of the 
earth’s surface had been somehow forgot­ 
ten in the general plan and left through 
all the ages as when fresh from the hand 
of the Creator. 
To oblige me, please get a map and look 
up the surroundings. It is always so much 
better, you know, when reading of unfre­ 
quented places, to have one’s bearings well 
in view, and at least the general outlines 
of the locality. You will observe that the 
peninsula is not sharpened off like a lead 
pencil, but that it is really narrower a few 
miles above than at the blunt point. On 
the western side of the apex is Cape San Lu­ 
cas ; on the eastern, or Gulf of California 
side—a trifle further north, as the southern 
shore-line inclines slightly upward—is La 
La Paz. 
THE ANCIENT CAPITAL, 
W hile Caf>e Falso—a near-by rocky bluff, 
fifty feet high, against whose outlying rocks 
the sea breaks heavily, even in the fairest 
weather—is in reality the southernmost 
point, instead of Cape San Lucas. 
At any rate, those magnificently pict­ 
uresque rocks, Los Frailes (“The Friars”), 
that stand out alone at sea, just below the 
end of the peninsula, like monks with 
white cowls drawn over their heads, mark 
the extreme limit of the land—a fitting 
end to a strange country. One of them is 
a perfect sugar-loaf in shape, three hun­ 
dred feet high, with a great archway on its 
eastern side through which the ocean 
rushes with tremenduous force. The east­ 
ern Fraile is not quite so tall, but its sides 
are sheer cliffs, of aspect so forbidding that 
even the birds fly shy of it. These fan­ 
tastic monuments are said to be of solid 
granite, their chalky-white appearance 
coming from vast deposits of guano that 
have been accumulating through untold 
centuries ; and, once seen, they are not 
likely to be forgotten. 
I saw them first at daybreak, when even 
in these summer regions the winds are 
sharp and cold ; and the measureless ocean, 
stretching before and behind, and away 
over to China and the Orient, looked slate- 
colored in the dim light, and mountains, 
rocks and islands seemed like the ghosts 
of themselves. 
All the way down the Magdalena Bay 
the islands are numerous—some mere bar­ 
ren rocks, others thickly covered with 
grass, cacti and stunted trees. Part of our 
route is very beautiful, as our course winds 
in and out among them, or close to shore 
with some big island between us and the 
open sea. The shores are volcanic, and 
doubtless the islands are also. Hills and 
mountains, mountains and hills, are every­ 
where—looking as if they had bubbled up 
and suddenly cooled at some time when 
the earth was boiling with internal heat— 
the hills themselves being covered all over 
with smaller bubbles or hillocks. 
As the day advanced, wonderful shadows 
and strange tints of color appeared upon 
the mountains, while fleecy patches of 
clouds floated below their summits, and 
the ocean, grown blue-green, looked as 
smooth as a mill-pond, except where a low 
line of silvery breakers curied softly over 
the dangerous reefs that have lured many 
mariners to destrnction by their innocent 
appearance. There seems to be 
THREE DISTINCT RANGES OF MOUNTAINS^ 
One behind another. The first—snowy 
white—being the coast bluffs of bare cliff 
or shining sand; the second, immediately 
back of it, a line of high and broken hills 
whose scanty verdure makes them bronze 
and blue; and the third—the lofty mount­ 
ains beyond La Paz, and the sharp peaks 
of the Sierra de la Victoria—showing pur­ 
ple and amethyst in the hazy distance. In 
the latter range the most conspicuous peak 
is Mount Aguja, an almost perpendicular 
column, tapering to a slender spire. Near 
its summit, 6,000 feet above, is a very deep 
lake of clear, cold water, which is said to 
be frequented by vast numbers of deer and 
other wild animals. 
A little to the north of ('a[>e San Lucas, 
five miles from Lobos Point (named after 
the Ix>bo-Marino, “sea-wolf,” or seal, that 
abound in the vicinity), a promontory ris­ 
ing abruptly to a hight of nearly 800 feet, 
is the Arroyo de las Palmita», a place 
which all tourists should visit, but which 
they cannot see unless cruising these 
shores in a coasting vessel, as larger 
steamers do not attempt to anchor any­ 
where in the neighborhood. 
It would 
seem that smacks and other small craft 
have the best time of it in these waters, 
in spite of deadly reefs and sunken rocks, 
because the ocean floor hereabouts ap{>ears 
to lie as irregular and unaccountable as the 
face of the land al>ove. Though there are 
comparatively few places where large ves­ 
sels can approach the shore in safety, leads 
have to i>e constantly used to determine 
the depth of water, which may be twenty 
feet or 250 fathoms within the length of 
half a mile; and especially is the precau­ 
tion necessary before casting anchor, as 
that imjKirtant part of the ship’s furnish­ 
ing may lie lost forever in some unfath- 
onied abyss. 
The Arroyo de las Palmitas (“ gorge of 
little palms") is a picturesque ravine with 
a stream running through it, and groves 
of palm trees at its mouth ami extending 
along either bank. It leads to a lovely 
valley, the Todos Sant os, to which a never- 
failinL' supply of running water is brought 
by a little river, which the pious natives 
have also named after all the» Saints. 
To 
reach 
THF. VILLAGE OF TODOS SANTOS, 
W hich lies on the banks of this river 
altout two miles from its mouth—one must 
land at Ixjbos Point, fully seven miles 
away, whence a road- leads to it over a 
burning sand bank. But don’t expect any 
hacks to meet you there, or even a hay­ 
rick or anything else on wheels. 
If you 
are so lucky as to find a man, who, for 
some inscrutable purpose, came down to 
the sea on horse or muleback, and w ho, 
for a moneyed consideration is willing to 
walk back to town and let you ride his 
beast, you may proceed in style and lux­ 
ury: otherwise you must “foot it” as the 
natives do. 
The village of Todos Santos resembles 
the site of the ancient mission of Santa 
Kosa, which was once the richest and 


most powerful on the peninsula. 
It is j 
beautifully situated in a cup-like hollow of 
the hills, which combines all the advanta­ 
ges of both temperate and tropic zones, 
and few of the d isad vantages of either. It is 
surrounded by well cultivated fields of 
sugar cane, and in its flowery gardens are 
found most of the cereals and vegetables 
of the North and all the fruits of the 
South. Thousands of pounds of panoche 
sugar) are made here every year; and 
ates, figs, coacoanuts, pomegranates, limes, 
oranges, bananas, macgoes, quayates and 
zapotes abound in the orchards and per­ 
fume the air, while the indigo plant, the 
much-prized pilahaya fruit, the castor oil 
bean, ramie, or vegetable silk, nut palm 
and many other useful things grow wild 
around the neighborhood. 
In the opposite direction from Lcbos 
Point, about a mile south of it, one may 
cruise into the tiny bay of St. Peter, and 
back of its sand dunes and shell-covered 
beach find a fertile valley, in which is a 
small settlement—of course all Mexicans. 
Just beyond the settlement, which is called 
San Pedro, are two very deep arroyos—the 
northern one having a pretty little ham­ 
let, nestled under a group of towering 
palms, the other arroyo is topped by a 
bluff of bright yellow clay, whence an 
uneven slope, covered with rank and prick­ 
ly cacti, trends off tow ard the mountains. 
Between this point and Cape San 
Lucas the sand beaches are alternated with 
barren cliffs that rise from 400 to 1,000 
feet—apparently right out of the water, 
though closer inspection will always show 
a strip of shell-strewn sand at their feet. 
All vessels, large or small, formerly stopped 
at 
CAPE SAN LUCAS. 
But now they do so only when signaled 
from shore—the signal being the primi­ 
tive one of lighting a tire upon some high 
rock. Three-quarters of a mile west of 
the Cape there is a gap in the hills where 
a narrow strip of sand runs into the sea; 
and between this, and the wedge-shaped 
ridge of hills that run out to Los Frailes, 
is the pretty little cove called the Bay of 
San Lucas. Close by, behind a line of 
sand-mounds thrown up by the sea, is the 
village of the same name, surrounded on 
all sides by date-palms and cacti. There 
is a Custom-house of comparatively recent 
establishment, a score or more of bamboo 
huts, and perhaps a dozen low-walled casas 
of adobe, in which abide the 150 citizens 
of this peninsula metropolis. 
Behind the village—which was old and 
gray before Boston was out of swadding 
clothes or New York was born—rolling 
valleys gradually rise to the foothills. 
Though the soil is good enough, lack of 
water makes farming less practicable than 
the raising of cattle, and, therefore, to the 
latter industry the people are devoted. 
There are some extensive cattle ranches in 
the vicinity, but their owners are poor, for 
their herds are yearly subject to serious 
losses. Besides some salted beef, a little 
fruit, sugar and hides, the chief export is 
an indigenous herb called damiana, the 
dried leaves of which, made into tea, is 
invaluable for the digestive and nervous 
systems. 
Countless numbers of turtle 
doves bill and coo in all the trees here­ 
abouts; and so numerous are the buz­ 
zards and vultures, fairly blackening the 
house-tops and waddling clumsily about 
the streets and door-yards, that to the 
stranger those useful scavangers of warm 
countries appear to be domesticated like 
cats and chickens in the North. A road 
runs close along shore from San Lucas to 
San Jose del Cabo, distant sixteen miles. 
From United State Vice-Consui Dexter, 
who resides at San Jose, I have gained 
some interesting data regarding this re­ 
gion. He says that September is the 
season when most distress prevails among 
the proletarian class of the population, 
because then they can hardly find 
occupation, and the wild fruits that sus­ 
tain them through the summer have all 
disappeared. Of course the peons, who 
belong principally on the larger ranches, 
are sure of something to eat, but the ma­ 
jority are totally unemployed. The mines, 
further to the northward, do not furnish 
steady work, and until the orange harvests 
begin the families of the poor are reduced 
to a maximum of foodj Of late years 
THE CULTURE OF COTTON 
Has been greatly stimulated, and all lands 
susceptible of irrigation have been devoted 
to it to an almost exclusive degree. 
Formerly sugar was raised instead, but the 
prices fell from an cver-supplv. 
Though when viewed from the sea, 
upon either side, the peninsula looks so 
sterile compared to -. oasts where rain falls 
more frequently, Consul Dexter asserts 
that “a short ri sidtnce here will convince 
the most skeptical that it possesses vast re­ 
sources, even superior to those of upper 
California.” He says that by the applica- 
cation of intelligent industry and moderate 
capital, most of the land could be made 
available for valuable purposes. 
After 
the annual rains rn astonishing change 
takes place in the su Nee of the country, 
which is then carpeted with richest green ; 
and even in the absence of rain, the heavy 
dews produce grass enough for the sus­ 
tenance of stock. The emigrant has four 
degrees of climate to choose from, in the 
area lying between the coast and the 
mountain-tops, with a soil whereon every 
exotic can be produced by irrigation; and 
if no streams are near to furnish the water 
supply, it can generally be obtained not 
far below the surface. 
The mountains contain every known min­ 
eral. Upon the coasts, as well as in the 
interior, deposits of copper and gypsum 
are found, sufficient to supply the world. 
Gypsum exists both in the crude and 
crystallized state, and is susceptible to finer 
polish than that of marble, it can be 
selected in almost every color, in pure and 
mixed hues, and is in demand for tables, 
monuments, and various household articles 
and ornaments. Some of the copper mines 
have been worked for generations. There 
are a few old silver mines that are still 
yielding well. Gold mines are less fre­ 
quent, but such as are in use have long 
been the support of a large share of the 
population. 
The flora of Baja California, for the 
most part new to botany, is extremely va­ 
ried and valuable. Probably no quarter 
of the globe furnishes so great a variety of 
medicinal roots and plants, which, though 
little known to the scientific world, have 
been successfully used for centuries by na­ 
tive medicos and curanderas. A large jiart 
of the table-lands and foothills are yet 
solely occupied by indigenous wild ani­ 
mals. Shellfish are abundant along the 
coasts, as well as the choicest variety of 
food fishes. The gulf, especially, is a ver­ 
itable mine of treasures, yielding as it 
does mother-of-pearl. Oriental jiearls, the 
naca, hacha, and other ornamental shells of 
countless variety for exi>ortation, and for 
the lime which is manufactured there­ 
from. The Consul, who certainly ought 
to know, having long made this country a 
study, concludes by saying that all it wants 
to make a terrestrial paradise here is an 
honest, industrious and intelligent popu­ 
lation.

THE PEOPLE OF TRUJILLO. 


WOMEN OF HONDUBAS—THEIE DRESS. 
MANNERS AND CUSTOMS. 


A Town that W as Built by Cortez and 
that Lives To-day Largely on the 
M em ory of the Past.

It is but a few hours’ sail from the island 
of Kaotan to Cape Honduras, where Co- 
luntbufl first set foot on the American con­ 
tinent, and situated on a beautiful harbor, 
sheltered by the long sand spit of the 
cape, is the old city of Trujillo. There is 
no other point on the north coast that, in 
commerce, can compete with this city, 
which Cortez founded and built up at the 
end of his long overland march from T e­ 
huantepec. From here, in olden times, 
the gold and silver bullion were shipped 
to Spain, and when that country’s power 
and influence in the New World was on 
the decline, it was in front of Trujillo that 
the buccaneers laid in wait to pick up the 
Spanish treasure ships. 
Our small schooner was able to pass the 
bar with which every river flowing north 
in Central America seemed to be damned, 
and a German merchant and I, the only 
passengers, were landed at the small wharf 
in the dory. 
The city contains about 
5,000 inhabitants, four-fifths of whom are 
as dark-skinned natives as one meets on 
the mountain trails of Guatemala, though 
a yellowish tinge of color runs through 
them all, betraying their Carib origin. 
The arrival of the monthly schooner is an 
event in the life of a Trujillian, as im­ 
portant as that of Christmas to the small 
boy of the United States, and a hundred 
men, women and children, offering fruit 
for sale, greeted us as we stepped ashore. 
The only hotel was a one-story adobe, 
whose rooms opened on an interior" “patio,” 
which served as stable, pigsty, cow-yard 
and general dumping ground for the whole 
house, but as dirty as we found the court­ 
yard, the rooms and beds were scrupu­ 
lously clean. 
Nothing but the seashore immediately 
under the equator could be more tropical. 
Palms and banana trees lined every street, 
and through every door opening into the 
houses one sees the most luxuriant vege­ 
tation and flowers that bloom the year 
• round. A rememberance of former pros­ 
perity induces nearly every class of its in­ 
habitants to dress better than people do at 
other coast towns; and here, as elsewhere, 
I found a decided and growing preference 
for American goods. The pure Carib wears 
little but the coarse, common cottons of 
naiive weaving; the woman of a higher 
grade affect ginghams and gaudy colicoes; 
but the dress of the “ lady,” par excellence, 
I is a different affair, and those whom I had 
the pleasure of seeing, were quite up to 
the foreigner’s idea of the “dark, languid­ 
eyed ” señorita. To be dressed as they are 
in Havana is all that the belle of Trujillo 
desires, and as the climates differ but little, 
texture, weight and fashion may be accur­ 
ately copied. 
Light, gauzy materials 
seem to be the rule the year round, and 
among the wealthy every fold necessary 
held together is pinned with a diamond 
clasp. 
Fortunately ! was invited to the New 
Year’s ball, and had some illusions dis­ 
pelled which I had formed of Central 
American beauty. W ith very few excep­ 
tions the young ladies were tall, graceful 
and of beautiful figure, though their dress 
rather detracted from their appearance; 
and I could not help thinking how much 
more to advantage they would have shown 
themselves if they could only have passed 
through the hands of a New York modiste. 
The delicate paleness associated with 
Spanish tropical beauty and the raven-hair 
type predominated. 
Pretty hands and feet are common, 
though a decent shoe is very rare. The 
hair is usually “ banged ” and worn plaited 
behind, though the beauty of the coil is 
always lessened by running a bright-colored 
ribbon in with the hair. I do not remem­ 
ber seeing a hat worn by any lady along 
the coast. They are never worn while 
making calls, and in the street the “ man­ 
tilla ” is always used. The soft climate 
does not cause neuralgia, and I thoroughly 
enjoyed the absence of females with their 
faces tied up in handkerchiefs, which one 
sees so much of in the streets of Guate­ 
mala. There is the general lack of educa­ 
tion among women ; to play the piano a 
little and to waltz is about all that is re­ 
quired outside of reading and writing. 
Many writers and travelers mention the 
women of Honduras as graceful and fear­ 
less horsewomen. Nothing could be fur­ 
ther from the truth. I have seen very 
many in the saddle, and I have never seen 
one who showed as much courage as the 
average American girl who mounts a 
horse the first time. Young women know 
no more than to sit in the saddle, and their 
“ Rosinante,” or mule, follows the trail, 
and those of middle age (their time of 
great avoirdupois) ride their animals in 
such a way as to resemble bags of flour, as 
they go bumping along. Very few know 
what a riding habit is, and when taking 
short rides their ordinary dress is not 
changed, which makes the passing eques­ 
trienne an object of much interest to the 
“Caballeros.” The place to see the Cen­ 
tral American belle is not on horseback. 
But with none of the advantage offered by 
more enlightened countries she never fails 
to interest the traveler by a pecular gen­ 
tleness and sweetness of manner, which 
places her far above the pert, forward 
“ miss” of San Francisco and on a level 
with the best-bred girls of New York. 
A considerable portion of the trade of 
Trujillo is in medicinal piants, more of 
which grow in the Department of Olan- 
cho than in any other portion of Central 
America. The sarsaparilla vine grows 
wild, and one has only to walk a few steps 
beyond the town limits to runs against its 
thorns. It is a climbing vine’ and clings 
as close to bushes, trees and rocks as the 
common ivy. Natives make trips into the 
woods at regular intervals, gathering its 
reddish-brown roots in small quantities, 
which always command a ready sale to 
the seaport merchants, who separate it into 
two qualities, governed by the diameter of 
the root and its color and richness of 
juice. These pieces are cut in 1-foot 
lengths and shipped to foreign countries 
in 25-pound bales. The medicinal proper­ 
ties of the vine are not recognized in Hon­ 
duras, and when the native thinks his 
blood needs purifying he physics himself 
with blue mass pills until he salivates 
himself. 
There is a plant called the cayamuela, 
which has the peculiar property of saliva­ 
tion. It is about four feet high, with a 
flexible stalk like our milkweed, having 
at its top a yellow lily. The pungent odor 
of the stalk when inhaled swells the face 
like poison ivy, and the leaves, if eaten, 
loosen the teeth. 
Cattle instinctively 
avoid it as the animals of the Southwest 
of our country avoid “needle grass,” which 
pierces and cuts their entrails. 
The thick forests immediately hack of 
the town are inhabited bv hundreds of 
families of monkeys, and one frequently 
has a sense of fellow feeling when in some 
solitary and secluded spot he sees an old 
and wrinkled patriarch perched high up 
some tree, scrutinizing one’s appearance 
with that ridiculous solemnity which only 
a monkey can affect. 1 have heard tales 
of travelers and surveyors in which monk­ 
eys in cocoa palms make themselves disa­ 
greeable by throwing coceanuts at one’s 
head with malicious intention, but it has 
never l>een my experience to find the 
monkey any more dangerous than the 
prairie dog of our Western plains. I se­ 
cured some very fine black, long-haired 
monkey skins, such as are made into $40 


muffs and ladies’ capes, for fifty cents apiece 
in silver. 
In the many small Indian villages 
through which the mahogany roads passed 
I experienced nothing but kindness and 
hospitality for a very small price, 25 
cents being one night's bill for the outfit, 
including four animals, two Indian serv­ 
ants and myself. Many of the men were 
away from home, in the mahogany cut­ 
tings, and most of the women, while keep­ 
ing their vegetable garden and corn fields 
in good condition, found time to manu­ 
facture rope, hammocks, saddle-bags, horse 
gear and hats from the “ pita ” or fiber of 
a variety of cactus which covers the low 
lands in the greatest profusion. 
The cactus leaf is cut and rolled and 
pressed between flat stones, to squeeze out 
all pulpy matter. The mass of fiber is 
then dried in the sun and separated into 
threads, to be twisted and fashioned as de­ 
sired. I saw some very fine hammocks of 
a flexibility never seen among those sent 
to foreign countries, which sell on the spot 
for $25. They are nearly as fine as lace- 
work, and so skillfully are the different 
colors braided in that they look like em- 
broiderv a few feet distant.

SOME THINGS THAT EVERY FARMER 
OUGHT TO KNOW.

T he owner or manager of a farm who 
can turn his hand adroitly to different 
kinds of work, as opportunity calls for it, 
in the presence of his h il\d men, has a 
great advantage over the owner who may 
be a bungler in gauging a plow, turning a 
furrow, repairing a horse rake, sowing 
grass seed, laying drain tiles or running a 
reaper. 
Professor S. R. Thompson of New 
W ilm ington, Pa., named in a public ad­ 
dress the following among other “ funda­ 
m ental arts ” which the farmer should un­ 
derstand: 
(1) Adapting 
harness to a 
horse; (2) hitching up a team; (3) driving 
a team; (4) holding a plow; (5) setting up 
and adjusting a mower; (6) grinding a 
mower knife; (7) planting a tree; (8) graft­ 
ing and budding: (9) judging the merits 
of horses, cows, sheep and other animals. 
T :e list may be readily doubled. 
M annal labor has been thought by some 
persons to be degrading. 
A certain lady 
once rem arked to the w riter with apparent 
pride, when speaking of her son, who had 
charge of a high-priced farm, “ I w ant you 
to understand, sir, that J 
don’t have 
to work !” 
A few years later he failed in 
business by depending on others. 
On the 
other hand, manual skill is sometimes 
quite an accomplishment. 
M any years 
ago, on the occasion of a great public trial 
of agricultural im plem ents near London, 
when the want of a skilled plowman em­ 
barrassed the trial, the former Duke of 
R ichm ond stepped forward, adjusted the 
im plem ent and turned the furrow in a 
skillful manner. 
Sometimes readiness in 
hard labor is quite a convenience, and the 
owner who employs hired men will succeed 
better if he can show them personally how 
to do a piece of work than be compelled to 
call on one of them to teach the owner 
how to do it. 
An amusing illustration occurred in the 
w riter’s early years when he had charge of 
a nursery and many days of work were re­ 
quired to dress a large plantation of trees 
w ith a hoe. 
Being called away from home 
a day he spent a little tim e by way of en­ 
couragement among his men before leav­ 
ing, and took the hoe in hand for a single 
row. 
He took no apparent notice of their 
sly winks at one another, apparently saying, 
“ Now let’s give him a swetft.” 
But the 
owner had done much more of that kind of 
work than his men, and it was no effort to 
keep even w ithout noticing their move­ 
ments. 
Pulling out his watch at the end 
of the row he rem arked to them : 
“ W e 
have been just half an hour a row—that 
will give you sixteen rows apiece to-dav, 
and we shall get along nicely with the 
work, reaching sixty-four rows to that tree 
by the tim e 1 get back ’’ 
They saw how 
they were caught, but said nothing, and 
discovered that they would have to make 
brisk work to get the allotted task com­ 
pleted, which they preferred to do rather 
than to make a balk. 
The physical exercise in learning how 
to handle tools gives great advantage to 
students who are closely engaged in men­ 
tal studies. 
A distinguished gentleman of 
South Carolina stated, half a century ago, 
that when closely engaged, when a young 
man, in his studies, lie acquired more 
knowledge, and in a better manner, when 
he gave ten hours to study and four to 
bodily labor each day than he had previ­ 
ously done with his entire fourteen hours 
in study. 
The helplessness of the young man who 
is afraid of work, or who a fleets to despise 
it, is not a desirable accomplishment. The 
one who knows thoroughly how to help 
himself, even if he happens to have no 
money in his pocket, is better off, feels 
richer and has happier days than the 
young man with 8:00,000 coming to him, 
but who is compelled continually to call 
on a servant to supply common bodilv 
wants. 
Mauy instances couid be cited 
where young men have been spoiled by the 
prospect of a great fortune to them, and 
they either become drones in the com­ 
m unity in after years or else speedily ran 
through with their means after they ob­ 
tained control.— Country Gmtleman. 


GLINKA FOWLS. 


G uinea fowls are not nearly so much 
kept as they well m ight be, considering 
th at they are, as a rule, very profitable, 
writes Stephen Beale. 
They cost nothing 
to raise ; they prefer to seek their own 
food in the fields, and seldom come home 
for lood as long as they can find a supply 
for themselves. 
As a rule they mate, and 
it is best to have the sexes equal. 
The 
hen steals her nest, but cannot refrain from 
m aking a noise when she comes oil, which 
betrays her to the watchful farmer. Guinea 
fowls are valuable on farms where their 
range is wide, as they destroy a large num ­ 
ber of insects and do not scratch up seeds. 
In fact, a flock of twenty guineas will con­ 
sume a number of insects so large as to 
almost appear incredible, as they are active 
and always searching. 
They also consume 
grass and young seeds, as well as the seeds 
of the undesirable plants and grasses. 
A breeder of this variety of ornamental 
fowl some tim e ago wrote th at it is usual 
for the guinea fowls to lay in the nearest 
hedge bottom, or among a group of nettles. 
One soon finds out where the nests is by ob­ 
serving when the cock is alone and watch­ 
ing to see from what direction the hen re­ 
turns. She will certainly do her best to 
hide the eggs by picking fresh grass anil 
laying it ui>on the eggs, which lie on the 
ground, not in any regular nest. 
A guinea hen will begin to lay about the 
end of April or the beginning of May, and 
will generally produce altoge ther about 100 
eggs. 
She may, perhaps, show signs of 
w anting to sit; this must not be allowed, 
and she will soon begin to lav again. 
It is 
not advisable to set any eggs later than t! e 
second week in June, because they take a 
month to hatch, and the chicks, though 
quite easy to raise in June and July, will 
probably succumber to the first cold if 
hatched later. 
W hen young they need 
chopped eggs, and it is also well to supply 
them with insects; a sod full of ants is a 
capital thing to bring them. 
The proper numlier of eggs for a sitting 
is sixteen. 
Each hen should provide 
three sittings, and that would leave about 
fifty eggs for use in the house. 
They are 
very rich and are much fancied by some 
people for a delicacy. 
It is best to eat 
them cold like plover’s eggs, with salad, 
or in the shape of aspoc. 
Once reared, the birds are not exj>en- 
sive to keep, as they roam far afield and 
partially feed themselves; they eat a great 
many insects, and w ithout any special fat­ 
tening are always nice and plum p in 
spring. 
They come into season when 
game goes out, and are generally killed 
between the middle of February and the 
middle of April. 
In a private establishment they are 
most useful as a substitute for game when 
the only other birds to be liad are expen­ 
sive quails or ptarmigan, tasting like tu r­ 
pentine. 
If raised for sale they will fetch 
in this country about 
seven shillings 
($1 75) in the m arket, but private pur­ 
chasers can generally be found who will 
gladlv give the producers the eight shill­ 
ings ($21, which the poulterer would de­ 
mand, in order to secure really good birds. 
A lthough nominally in season only in 
spring, they may really be eateu at any 
time. 
All birds no longer quite young 
must be hung before eating, as long as 
ever 
the 
weather will 
permit. 
All 
guinea fowls, it must be remembered, 
should be well larded, or they will be dry 


when roasted; whereas, if properly pre­ 
pared, they are tender and juicy. 
Ignor­ 
ance as to the right m ethod of cooking 
them has led many people to discontinue 
eating them, on the ground of th eir being 
thought dry and tasteless. 


PIGS THAT ARE OVERFED. 
Swine are proverbially greedy, but it is 
the duty of the owner of an anim al to 
control its natural habits when these are 
opposed to its well-doing; so th at the first 
thing to he done in feeding young pigs is 
to measure their feed judiciously. 
They 
should never have all they will eat. Only 
fattening swine should beso fed, and they 
would soon die from over-feeding if they 
were not killed. W hen a young pig chokes 
at the trough, squeals and falls over in a 
fit, it is overfed ; and when it goes to the 
side of the stall, champs its jaws, foams at 
the mouth, and does nothing else than 
this, it has been overfed, and in both cases 
it is suffering from congestion of the brain, 
due to indigestion and disturbed circula­ 
tion. 
It is in a state of apoplexy and 
will probably die anyhow, but the others 
may be saved by at once reducing their 
feed to about one-fourth of w hat they 
have 
been 
getting. 
The 
prevalent ; 
paralysis of the hind limbs is caused by i 
over-ieeding, by which the kindeys have 
been overtaxed and the nervous system of I 
the lum bar region (the loins) is disturbed, j 
Thus the power of motion of the hind legs is : 
lost. Recent experim ents in feeding young 
pigs go to show th at a pig of 40 pounds j 
needs no more food per day than tw o ; 
quarts of m ilk and four ounces of solid I 
lood, such as bran or oats or cornmeal. On | 
this allowance, gradually increased, pigs 
made a steady and healthful growth, while 
two others kept iu a pen by themselves, 
became stunted, stopped growing, and in 
the third week one was attacked by con­ 
gestion of the brain aud had to be starved 
out of it, losing fully two months’ growth. 
W hen young pigs are weaned the)' should 
be fed in a shallow trough, from which 
they can take their food only slowly. 
A 
pint af m ilk and two ounces of boiled 
cornmeal mixed with the milk will be 
enough for a daily ratiou the first week, 
and a gradual increase may be made, sub­ 
stituting raw meal, not exceeding the 
lim it above mentioned lor a six weeks’ or 
eight weeks’ old pig of the best kind, and 
less in ratio witli a less weight. 
Over­ 
feeding is the common bane of the pig. 


GOOD WAV TO HANDLE A BULL. 
A short tim e ago a well-known W estern 
stockman was killed by a vicious bull 
which he was trying to lead from the barn 
to the yard. 
The case was a sad one, and 
has called forth the following advice from 
an old stockman : 
Never go around a bull 
w ithout a stick in your hand. 
W hen he 
is six months old put a ring in his nose. 
If he should prove vicious and hard to 
handle, buckle a su:e'ngle of leather three 
inches wide around his body, and where it 
crosses his hack bone have an iron ring 
sowed to the b e lt; have a belt for a c: up­ 
per to run back from the same point. 
Have another strap made to buckle around 
the base of his horns, and in the middle of 
that have a loop or guide. 
Take a stout 
hitcbing-strap w ith a snap on the end and 
snap it into his nose ring, pass the otiier 
end through the loop between h s horns, 
pulling the ring and head up as high as 
lie can comfortably bear, and tie the strap 
in the ring on the surcingle. 
It is evident 
th at the bull cannot get his head down, 
for at every attem pt the ring hurts his 
nose, and he may be tied up as high as 
safety may seem to require and led any­ 
where, for unless lie can get his head down 
he cannot do any mischief. 
A tempo­ 
rary 
arrangem ent 
of 
this 
sort 
mav 
be made w ith a stout rope for a belt and a 
cord to fasten in the nose ring, but the 
thing is so useful in an emergency that it 
ought to be properly made and kept in 
every barn where there is a bull. 
The 
guide between the horns is only to keep 
the hitching-strap in place so it cannot be 
thrown off at one side of the head. 


BUTTER IN CREAM. 
Dr. Sturtevant concludes from many 
analyses th at some creams may yield three 
times as much butter as others. 
In other 
words, th at one m ilk yielding 10 per cent, 
of cream may furnish more butter than 
another indicating 30 per cent, of cream, 
and th at there is not necessarily any con­ 
nection between the creain percentages 
and the butter yield. 
The modest cow, 
giving a small percentage of cream, may 
make more butter th i n another which is 
supposed to average 25-30 per cent, of 
cream. 
These facts may seem 
merely 
nominal, but when a co-operative cream­ 
ery using the milk from, it m ight be 
scores of herds, and when the surplus is 
divided pro rata, some herds may re­ 
ceive more than their dues. 
In the 
starting of a dairy, where the cows are to 
be bought or where butter is to be made 
from the cream, the product of each indi­ 
vidual anim al should he tested. 
In view 
of the close competition in everything, the 
time will soon come when a four-year-old 
cow yielding a small percentage of butter 
will be a very scarce article in the butter 
world. 
SOW ALFALFA THICK. 
Farm ers in some portions of the State 
are having a great deal of trouble in keep­ 
ing their alfalfa fields clean from the 
growth of other plants, says an exchange. 
The particular trouble about which com­ 
plaint is now made is the presence of 
fox-tail grass in the alfalfa. 
It is said 
that a large portion of the hay raised 
in some sections contains so much of 
this 
objectionable 
growth 
th at 
the 
price has fallen 
fully fifty 
per 
cent, 
below what is paid for the clean alfalfa 
One of the causes for this trouble may be 
found in the parsimony with which alfalfa 
is sowed. 
W hile the seed is not so high 
priced as to enforce economy in its u.<e, 
still many will be found who recommend 
th at no more than fifteen or twenty pounds 
of seed be sown to the acre. 
The result of 
this unwise economy is seen in the slender, 
scattering growth of the alfalfa, which is 
easily to be choked out by foxtail aud 
other noxious growths. 
An alfalfa field 
upon which too little seed has been sowu 
is a melancholy spectacle with its patch­ 
work of good grass and weeds—the latter 
often largely predom inating. 


HORSE DENTISTRY. 
More trouble and lack of condition are 
caused by ulcerated and irregular teeth 
than is generally supposed. 
Such teeth 
should l>e promptly removed with forceps. 
There is no reason to doubt th at a horse 
with ulcerated teeth suffers as intensely 
from toothache as a human subject. 
Ir­ 
regular growth orfracturesof the enamel on 
the outer edges make the teeth so rough as 
to injure the inside of the eheek, sometimes 
causing ulcers. 
In other cases some of the 
grinders grow more slowly than others, and 
fail to meet those in the opposite jaw, caus­ 
ing what is called “quidding,” or imperfect 
mastication of the food. 
The remedy is to 
file the teeth into the proper shape. 
Horse dentistry is now recognized as an 
im portant branch of veterinary practice.— 
American Agriculturist. 


CAUSES OF RUST ON GRAIN. 
After a thorough investigation as to the 
cause of rust in wheat and other grains, 
the G uelph (Canada), A gricultural College 
has arrived at the following conclusions : 
1. Seasons are the chief cause of ru st; 
sudden changes of tem perature and rain, 
accompanied by close, still weather are 
favorable to its increase. 
2. Low-lying, 
rich soils are most subject to attack. 
3. 
An excessive use of manures rich in nitro­ 
gen encourages the disease. 
4. Late sown 
grain is most subject to attack. 
5. Thinly 
sown crops seem most liable to injury. 
6. 
Red wheats are less affected than w hite 
varieties. 
7. Rust is more common in the 
vicinity of barberry hedges than it is at a 
greater distance. 


FARM NOTBi. 
Throw plenty of dry d irt into the pig­ 
pen and on the floor of the stalls. 
W hen flies are very numerous in the 


stable it indicates th a t it requires a thorough 
cleansing. 
Keep the soil around your young pear 
trees clean the first year, and give an ap­ 
plication of wood ashes occasionally. 
Cow peas may be grown between the 
hills of corn, as the same cultivation for 
the one crop is suitable for the other. 
W et grass is injurious to young chicks, 
even in the summer. 
Do not turn the hen 
and her brood out until the sun is well up. 
Keep the soil around cabbage plants fre­ 
quently stirred and they will grow faster. 
W eeds and grass must not be allowed 
among cabbages. 
Geese may be plucked ever six weeks, 
but not during damp or cool weather. 
Ducks may also be plucked of th eir feathers 
at the same time. 
Hens will become lousy now if not pro­ 
vided with dust baths and the hen-houses 
kept clean. 
Lice propagate very rapidly 
in warm weather. 
W ater the young celery plants with a 
solution of a pound of saltpeter in twenty 
gallons of water. 
T hin them out if too 
thick, and use only the strong and stocky 
plants. 
Sell the young geese in preference to the 
old ones. 
( >ld geese make the best breed­ 
ers, are more careful w ith their young, and 
give a large supply of feathers when 
plucked. 
But few plants will thrive on a wet soil. 
A good drain is sometimes better than 
manure. 
The warmest days of summer 
cannot im part sufficient heat to plants on 
a wet soil. 
The blackberry is a persistent weed and 
a nuisance it allowed to secure a stand on 
a piece of ground where it is not wanted. 
E very piece of root that is cut oil makes a 
new plant. 
Experience has shown th at mules bred 
from thoroughbred mares can eadure more 
labor and fatigue than those bred from the 
common mares, even when the latter have 
the advantage of size. 
A zigzag rail tenee is supposed to be one 
of the cheapest th at can be built, but unless 
the corners are kept free of weeds it is the 
most expensive th a t can be used, as it in­ 
creases the labor of weed-killing. 
To test the water pour coal oil in the j 
cesspool. 
Ii there is a contam ination of 
the drinking water of the well by the cess­ 
pool the odor of the oil will iu a short time 
become perceptible when the water is used. 
I togs th a t become addicted to sheepi- 
killiug do so from pure viciousness. 
In a 
m ajority of casts the dogs do not eat any 
portion of the carcass, but will kill a dozen 
or more sheep for the delight of so doing. 
If beets are slow in growing, scatter a 
small quantity ot some kind of commercial 
fertilizer along the rows and work it iu 
with the hoe or cultivator. 
If the plants 
are small, the rake will answer with which 
to do the work. 
K eep good, pure water w ithin the reach 
of your young horses while they are in the 
pasture fields, if you would have them 
thrive well. All the food possible will not 
keep them in good condition if they 
haven’t good w ater to drink. 
A dead limb on a tree should never be 
allowed to rem ain. 
The sooner all limbs 
and branches th at show signs of decay are 
cut oft the better. 
The tree will thrive 
better and the new wood on the other por­ 
tions of the tree make more growth. 
_ In buying a farm a point of param ount 
im portance with almost anything else is 
its ability to furnish good water. 
To ig­ 
nore iliis is to overlook a consideration 
which cannot he neglected w ithout future 
cost. 
Good water means health for the 
family, health and thrift for the stock, 
comfort and safety for everything on the 
farm. 


The value of skimmed m ilk for feed is 
much better understood than it used to be. 
Once it was fed almost exclusively to pigs, 
and th at with little other food. 
It made 
the pigs grow, but not better than ground 
corn and oats mixed w ith w heat bran. 
A 
more profitable use of milk is to feed it to 
hens for egg production. 
If kept sweet, as 
it will be in the creamery process, the 
m ilk may be more profitably fed to cows, 
wl o soon learn to like it. 
It is also good 
for growing calves and heifers up to the 
tim e they come in m ilk themselves. 
H ens in flocks from 10 to 20 will lay, 
savs the Tennessee. Farmer, under favorable 
circumstances, to their utm ost capacity. 
Hens in flocks from 20 to 30 will lay only 
fairly well. 
In flocks of 35 to 50 they will 
not pay for their feed. 
More than -50 hens 
in one flock are a nuisance th at we would 
not fool with. 
This does not mean th at 
one person cannot keep 50 hens profitably. 
It does mean, however, th at one person 
can arrange his fowls into flocks ot 15 to 
20, giving them a separate run, say a yard 
50x200 feat, with grass in it, and m ultiply 
such separate runs as much as is desired, 
and make all pay. 
The dairy interests of the U nited States 
foot up to $3,000,000,000, while the entire 
banking capital of the country is only 
about 8971,000,000. 
The num ber of milch 
cows is 21,000,000, giving an average of 
350 gallons each, annually, or 7,350,000­ 
000 gallons iu a year. 
The value of the 
dairy products last year was about $500,­ 
000,000, being $20,000,000 more than the 
value of the whole wheat crop of the 
country. 
If by care ail breeding and feed­ 
ing the product of these cows should be 
doubled, w ithout m aterially increasing the 
cost of production, the increase in profits 
would be simply enormous, with present 
prices m aintained. 
Y et such an increase 
is more than possible.— Rural Home. 
Canada thistles may be destroyed by to­ 
tally excluding light aud air from the 
plants—in other words, keep them plowed 
under for an entire season so th at not a 
vestige can appear above ground. 
The 
course which we have many times success­ 
fully adopted is to turn the whole crop 
well under. 
This operation is first per­ 
formed about the tim e they are beginning 
to blossom, then repeating the thorough 
plowing in three or four weeks, or before a 
single leaf or stem can reach the light, 
and two or three times afterwards by the 
first of October. 
If the work has been 
thoroughly done, and no plant has been 
allowed to breathe at the surface, the 
patch is effectually killed.— Country Gen­ 
tleman. 


No idea can be more mistaken than is 
the one held by some old-fashioned farm­ 
ers th at th e 
raxe-horse is necessarily 
worthless except for his own specialty. 
G reat speed means immense muscular 
power, and abo the nervous energy to give 
it greater effectiveness. 
There mav be 
too much nervousuess in the best trotting 
stock to take kindly to the steady pull of 
farm work; but the ability is there if 
rightly trained. 
It is easily possible th at 
good trotting stock may in a few years be 
used as sires on the heavier breeds of 
draft horses, to make a grade better 
adapted than any we now have for ordi­ 
nary farm work, a horse th at combines 
more of nervous energy w ith all the 
strength possessed by the present average 
horse kept for draft purposes.

He can buy woolens in that 
country cheaper than at home, and so too 
with sugar, salt and some other supplies. 
But there are, on the other hand, many 
advantages, social, intellectual and econ­ 
omical, that the American worker enjoys, 
which need not here be recapitulated, aud 
that are thoroughly understood by the 
wage-earners of America.

AN INTERESTING EXHIBIT. 


The Bureau of Labor and Industrial 
Statistics of the State of Wisconsin has 
.just made a report that is at once novel in 
its character and valuable as illustrating, 
in a netv way, the conditions that prevail 
in this country favorable to the wage 
earner, as compared to the unfavorable 
conditions that obtain in other countries. 
In the table that we give below from the 
report referred to, the purpose lias been to 
show the purchasing power of the wages 
paid for ten hours of labor, if expended in 
wheat bread, beef, mutton, pork, or butter. 
The standard is the wage paid to the 
skilled blacksmith. All the wage values 
are reduced 
to the English-American 
standard—one pound, sixteen ounces avoir­ 
dupois. The American basis of calcula­ 
tion is £2 a day, and ten hours to make the 
labor day. 
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There is no need for much comment, ag 
the table is self-explanatory. 
But we may 
appropriately draw attention to the fact 
that it is shown that in England bread is 
cheaper than in this country, notwith­ 
standing that the former is a wheat im­ 
porter. 
In ail other matters shown in the 
table the advantage is on our side and 
favorable to the American workman. 
It 
should also he borne in mind that on the 
continent of Europe wheaten bread is but 
little used by tiie laboring people, rve 
superseding it, while meat is a rarity there 
compared to the use of it here; and butter 
is, in fact, a luxury among the industrial 
classes of Europe. There is in the table a 
whole sermon of truths for whoever chooses 
to receive them. 
We echo the exclama­ 
tion of the Chicago Inter-Ocean in its ex­ 
amination of the subject: “ No wonder 
the United States is the El Dorado of the 
working classes.” 
Just now the <,uestion of wages in a 
comparative sense is a chief subject of de­ 
bate in England, as it was in this country 
last year. Recently the Secretary of an 
English Labor Committee, of the Fair 
Trade League, made an address on the 
subject in the nature of a report. 
Mr. 
Pettifcr reports to his organization that he 
visited ami 
investigated 
thirty chief 
manufacturing cities and towns of the 
United States, and his observation was, 
and the proofs adduced supi>orted the con­ 
clusions reached, that in this country the 
people are better housed, have better and 
a greater variety of food, and of a charac­ 
ter better adapted to favor the maxi­ 
mum output of energy; and are better 
clothed than any working people anywhere 
else, while the opportunities that are open 
to them to advance and to lietter their 
condition are not even approached by the 
opportunities that are afforded by business 
and social, conditions elsewhere. 
As to 
the cost of family supplies, the Secretary 
¿aid: 


But. then, the actual figures of wages are no 
test at a il: w hat you w ant is to know w hat you 
are going to buy w ith the wages, because if a 
m an gets double wages and takes it ail to keep 
h isn selfaliv e.it is no use having them .

THE COMPETITION QUESTION, 


The Hartford (Conn.) Post says: 
The H artford Boardol Trade, interested in the 
differential rates betw een tne West and New 
E uglsnd. w ill pay d o se attention t o :he railroad 
hearing in Boston before the Senate Committee 
on Interstate Commerce, i t would have been 
scouted as a m iserable surrender of principles 
if a few m ouths ago there had been any “ truck­ 
ling” to Canadian railroads as against our own. 
But now the fieighte.-s who are benefited by the 
low rates or the C anadian have taken their 
stand boldly, aud dem and th at no change be 
m ade that w ill interfere w ith th eir position. 
Truly business has no bowels of compassion, 
very little patriotism either; it is wholly a m at­ 
ter o f dollars and tents. 
From what follows it is clear that the 
Pv.fi is convinced that the true interests of 
the country demand that the unfair compe­ 
tition between the Canadian road and the 
American transcontinental roads should lie 
stopped, and the home roads favored as 
against their foreign rival. 
But it is also 
apparent that the Pott stands in fear, some­ 
what, of the Massachusetts sentiment, that 
is a purely selfish one. The preaching of 
the New England business men now is 
practically, “no matter what the effect of 
the Canadian corrqietition upon American 
interests at large, so long as it brings grist 
to our mill, the devil may take care of the 
rest of the country.” This purely and 
coldly, not to say brutal, sentiment is at 
war with the historic conception of the 
humanity, refinement and philanthropy of 
New England. No one demands that New 
England interests shall be sacrificed, as 
Mr. Furber asserts is asked. 
It is not a 
sacrifice to protect our own by excluding 
the unfair competitor, who is also a for­ 
eigner. New England interests could not 
possibly suffer if the Canadian competition 
were cut off to-day, since it would simplv 
leave matters as they were before the com­ 
petitor appeared in the field. 
It is not 
asking a sacrifice of New England com­ 
merce to insist that it shall be transacted 
over American lines. 
Mr. George G. 
Crocker put it very pointedly, as Chair­ 
man of the Massachusetts Railroad Com­ 
mission, when he said in effect that it is 
an issue whether the Canadian roads shall 
be permitted to do American business bv 
means of their subsidies and their failure 
to pay taxes and dividends, and thus to 
compete with the roads of the United 
States that pay taxes and dividends, and 
contribute by their existence to the build­ 
ing of the interior of the country. The 
Post attempts to parry this thrust by say­ 
ing: 
But so far as the business com m unity is con­ 
cerned, they are all united against ail advance 
of rates to enable W estern roads to declare 
higher dividends, and how everm ueh the m anu­ 
facturers believe in a tax on consum ers in order 
that they m ay pay dividends, thev object strenu­ 
ously to being taxed them selves for the benefit 
of any one else. They insist upon all the a d ­ 
vantages w hich natu:e aud fortune have given 
them . 
W hich is disingenuous. It is not the 
fpiestion of “ advancing ” American rates, 
but one of ruinous reduction ot through 
rates, to a plane that will throw the sup­ 
port of the home roads upon the “ way ” 
communities, because of the withdrawal 
of the through traffic in favor of the for­ 
eign competitor. 
New England has the 
right to demand that all natural advan­ 
tages in her favor shall be utilized; she 
has not the right, however, to lay the 
claim at the expense of the natural ad­ 
vantages of the W est: nor, to make the 
proposition stronger, has she the right to 
claim the advantage the foreign avenue of 
traffic offers to her, at the expense of even 
j the artificial advantages the West enjoys, 
that were created for it by the policy of 
the Government and under which the West 
j has been built up. 
If the doctrine of pro- 


j tection is worth anything whatever, here is 
¡ the place and now is the time to apply it. 
The transcontinental roads do not a>k pro­ 
tection against New England, but against 
the alien competitor into whose foreign 
| hopper New England proposes to pour her 
, grist, while she in common with the rest 
j of the country levies taxes upon the home 
competitor and regulates its adairs in a 
1 manner that renders the home industry 


j incompetent to compete. 


but a theory, as is its opposite, mind ] 
reading, and all proof of either is but ap­ 
parent, as yet. 


T h e attitude o f the attorneys o f K en im - 
ler, the condemned New York murderer, 
is just a little peculiar. 
Backed by the 
electricians, they are contending before 
the Courts that it has not been established 
with certainty that the electrical current 
will k ill; that their client is, under the 
judgment of the Court, entitled to be 
killed, and hence he should be killed, 
to put it shortly. 
A shrewd lawyer can 
be trusted at any time to put up an ap­ 
parent syllogism that will mix things in­ 
extricably by its conclusion. 
But it is not 
exactly clear to the layman how the coun­ 
sel would have the proposition that elec­ 
tricity will not of a certainty kill tested 
without trying it upon a man. Their 
reasoning is much like that of the old saw 
about not going into the water until you 
learn to swim. The New York Timet puts 
the case well when it says: 
Any m ode of execution is liable to mi*ad- 
venture s. 
W hen a Court sentences a m an tp be 
hanged by the neck until he is dead, it does not 
contem plate decapitation, which 
has 
been 
known to occur, but the possibility of decapita­ 
tion would not be accepted by any Court as a 
reason for denying the execution of the sen­ 
tence. There is necessarily som ething experi­ 
m ental in the first trial of a new mode of exe­ 
cution. 
Civilized nations have not the ed- 
vantage of the O riental potentate who ordered 
a casual slave to be beheaded in order to con­ 
vince a painter that he had m ade au anatom i­ 
cal m istake in representing llerodias w ith the 
head oí John the Baptist.

\V. A. C Iro fu t has for 6ome time been 
conducting a debate in the North American 
fleview on the subject of thought transfer­ 
ence, taking the position that mind read­ 
ing is, after all, hut muscle reading. 
He 
bases this conclusion on experiments in 
which he lias engaged, that satisfy him 
that he can find hidden articles by deli­ 
cate analysis of the muscular yielding of 
the person whose hand he holds, and who 


j Iu» secreted the article searched for. That 


j is to say, he acts in its discovery as does 
I water in its flow—takes the direction of 
| the least resistance. To this Dr. Post lias 
j responded,saying that Mr. Crofut is hasty 
i in his conclusion, since it is evident that 
he has not w itnessed the full or the best 
examples of mind reading. The difficulty 
with Mr. Crofut is that which cripples the 
inqniry of any one who is satisfied with a 
hasty and perhaps a single experiment. 
Scientific inquiry is always deliberate when 
of any value, and it is likewise judicial. 
When Mr. Crofut challenges Dr. Post to 
“ prove” that mind in one can control 
muscle in another, or rather the command 
of the will to the muscle, he begs the 
question, unless he is willing to accept the 
ordinary proofs, stich as are marshaled to 
convince the reasonable man of any truth. 
Under that standard we assert that we 
have knowledge of discovery of hidden 
articles by mind readers who have not 
apparently touched the person who se­ 
creted the article. Or, to be more accu­ 
rate, written words, securely secreted about 
the person, and of which, according to 
apparent evidence, the mind reader could 
not have knowledge, have been discovered 
and declared, without removal from the 
place of hiding, and without the reader 
coming into contact with the person who 
wrote and concealed the writing. 
Of 
course there is a possibility that there was 
“ a trick in it,” but Mr. Crofut’s solution 
that all such phenomena are of the order 
of muscle reading is wholly and, if it is a 
trick, ludicrously 
unsatisfactory. 
The 
truth is that the muscle-reading theory is

H adji ILassein G iiooly, Persian'M in­ 
ister at Washington, has resigned his post, 
as we have already informed our readers. 
The cause of his retiracv from office and 
comfort in our National Capital is a scrap­ 
book. He kept a file of all the rude and 
disagreeable things that the American 
press lias been saying of his King, the 
Shah. 
When he pasted all the scraps in 
his book he sat down to read them over 
once more, and then it was that lie said to 
a reporter, as lie pointed to the unfortu­ 
nate collection, “I tell you that I cannot 
bear all these things to be said about my 
King, who in his heart has the kindness to 
favor the American Minister and all the 
American citizens in Persia. 
When I ar­ 
rived in this country, I came by way of 
New York. I saw there the statue of 
Liberty Enlightening the World. 
I was 
glad, and 1 thought, ‘Here one can live 
always without trouble or annoyance.’ 
Now, after being here nine months, I go 
away as fast as I can, and like a prisoner 
escaping from his prison. For this pur­ 
pose and to say these things I resign my 
position as Minister from Persia, and 
speak as a private citizen of that country. 
As a Persian Minister 1 could not say 
this.” The moral of this plaintive tale is 
simple, and at once a remedy for such ills 
and a certain protection against discom­ 
fort—do not read what is said of you that 
is unpleasant, and by all means do not 
keep a scrap-book for their preservation. 
But this advice is addressed only to Min­ 
isters whose Kings dump the refuse of 
their plates upon the floor beneath the 
table, and who whisk off' the heads of doc­ 
tors who cannot cure them of the illness 
that results from gormandizing. 


T h e San 1' rancisco I tulle tin says that “ a 
distinctive American policy has 
been 
adopted for the creation of a new navy. 
W hat is needed to-day is a policy just as clear 
and distinct for the creation of commerce 
through the establishment of great steam­ 
ship lines.” 
But what it is imperative 
tiiat the country shall have is a policy and 
one made vital and effective, protecting 
American land carriers against the unfair 
and Government-backed competition of 
foreign land carriers. Our inland com­ 
merce, abstractly, aud our inland com­ 
merce as related to the Asiatic and other 
Oriental trade, must be sheltered against 
the tre-pass that is l>eing committed by 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad and its 
water connections and American allies. 
Unless tiiis is done it will matter very 
little to the country in • general whether 
steamship carriers compete to bring the 
world’s commerce to our ports or not. 


T h e reports from I lay ti are not at all 
encouraging for peace or for the comfort of 
Americans there resident. 
Foreigners at 
Port-au-Prince are threatened with ex­ 
pulsion and in some cases with death. 
Fortunately, we have in the port two war 
vessels that are sufficiently strong to awe 
both Legitime and Ilippolyte into respect 
for the rights of our people. 
The Eng­ 
lish aud Spanish ships of war will co-oper­ 
ate with us in protecting foreigners, and a 
French man-of-war is expected in the port 
in a few days that can aiso be depended 
upon to stand with us. W hile the position 
of Americans at Port-au-Prince is there­ 
fore unpleasant, it is not desperate, and it 
is not likely that they will be deprived of 
life or liberty, though it is altogether 
probable that their property will suffer by 
the assault that Ilippolyte is making, and 
the fires that result from the defense and 
the bombardment of the city. 


T h e finger of scorn should be cut off or 
crooked by rheumatism.

Shakespeare makes Othello fear­ 
less of affliction, “ all kinds of sores and 
shames, poverty and c a p tiv ity m o st of all 
he dreads to be “ the fixed figure for the 
time of scorn to point his slow and movr v 
finger at.” 
Scorn lias its uses.

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RECLAIMED SWAMPS. 


THE OWNERS OBJECT TO THE ASSESS­ 
MENTS LEVIED THEREON. 


R e la tiv e V a lu e s o f R iv e r F ro n t a n d T u le 


L a n d s —S w am p L a n d F a r m e rs 


A ir T lie ir G rie v a n c e s. 


Yesterday was a field day with the 
Counly Board of Equalization. A large 
num ber of farmers from the swamp land 
districts in the southern end of the county 
had been sum moned to appear before the 
Board, to testify in regard to the valuations 
placed upon reclaimed tule and river front 
lands on the islands. The following appli­ 
cations for reductions were made : 
E. 1 U pham —On 373 acres in Swamp 
Land Surveys 595 and 596; application to 
strike off assessment on said land on the 
ground of its having been doubly assessed 
last year, argued and taken under advise­ 
ment. 
H. E. Allender—On 934 acres in Swamp 
Land Survey 407. on A ndrus Islaud, from 
$100 to $45 per acre. 
Locke A I.avenson—On 490 acres in 
Swamp Land Survey 704, from $29,000 to 
$20,050. 
The Board then took up for action the 
application of John M iller for a reduction 
from $70 to $50 per acre on 100 acres in 
Swamp Land Survey No. 355. 
A member of the Board rem arked that 
this case was the king-pin to the whole lot. 
Mr. Miller testified in support of his pe­ 
tition. 
He claimed that his land was all 
originally tule, and thought that no laud of 
that character should be assessed at over 
$50 per acre. 
His land is equal in value to 
that of any of that character. H e regarded 
the assessment on tule lands unfair as com­ 
pared with that on plain lands. 
Ail he 
asked was even-handed justice at the hands 
of the Board. 
He produced a ttlegram 
showing that the average assessment of 
tule lands in San Joaquin county is about 
$20 per acre. 
Deputy Assessor Kercbival testified at 
considerable length in renard to the value 
of the land of Mr. Miller and surrounding 
tracts. 
Sol. Runyon was called as a witness, and 
in reply to questions asked said i he 100 
acres of M iller’s land, the assessment upon 
which was under consideration, was under 
the best system of reclamation in vogue in 
thac section, but he did not consider that 
they had reached perfection, by any means, 
in their system of reclamation, lie would 
discrim inate between land in different lo­ 
calities. It would be difficult for him to 
say w hat any m an’s land is worth. His 
own land is not for sale ; 
fcs had estab­ 
lished a hom e there, and did not care to 
sell. 
H e had no complaints to make of his 
own assessment of $125 per acre, but he 
thought all the land there was assessed 
rather too h ;gh. 
G. A. Knox testified that the Miller land 
under consideration was reclaimed tuie 
land. The high front land along the river 
banks was, in his opinion, more valuable 
than the reclaimed land. Such laud would 
be worth as five to one for fruit purposes. 
The front land is worth $150 per acre.while 
the tule lands, always uncertain tor farm­ 
ing or truit-growing, are not worth, in his 
opinion, $30 per acre. There is no such 
thing as establishing a cash value upon 
land. 
John Crew, who resides two miles from 
M iller's land, testified that he regarded it 
as first-ciass tule land. Before it was re­ 
claimed it was the worst he ever saw 
Money and labor expended thereon has 
made the land valuable. So long as the 
water can be kept ofi the land will raise 
good crops, 
John M. Gleason tes'ified that in 1853 he 
went on the 100 acres under consideration, 
and put in two years trying to clear it of 
widows, etc , but gave it up and aban­ 
doned it. 
To-dav Mr. Miller has it under 
excellent cultivation, but i; is in danger of 
being flooded. H e thought it worth $100 
per acre, that is, he did riot think it would 
sell for more than that—perhaps $75 or $80. 
Mr. Runyon had ottered witness four acres 
of tuie land for one of river front land. 
W itness would grade the land in that lo­ 
cality according to its elevation; the high 
land is ail more valuable than the low 
land. 
The m atter was subm itted and taken 
under advisement. 
In the m atter of the application of the 
Sau Francis; » Savings’ Union, tor a reduc­ 
tion from $89 to $45 per acre on its lands in 
the Pearson District, W. W. Brittan was 
called to testify. 
He testified tiia; the land 
is al! tule land, and some 400 acres is under 
water in the winter 6eason. The Savings 
Union receives an average of only $5 per 
acre rental, while, if the land was worth 
$80 it should yield from $8 to $10 per acre. 
Last year it wa3 assessed at $27 per acre, 
and this year has been raised to $80. 
A 
portion ot the land has been sold at $140 
per acre. About $150 000 has been ex­ 
pended on the property. 
Mr. Brittan ad­ 
m itted that a year ago, when it was sought 
to run a road upon this same property, bis 
company wanted $200 an acre for the strip 
desired. 
Submitted and taken nndcr advisement. 
In the m atter of the application of John 
M. Gleason for 
reduction of his assess­ 
m ent from $80 to $50 per acre, and on im ­ 
provem ents from $2,700 to $2 000, Mr. Glea­ 
son said that his land, while of as good 
quality as that of Mr. Runyon, is not as 
eligibly situated on the slough, and has not 
skipping facilities at all seasons.

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THE MOSES OF THE FLOOD. 


X ittle B aby W illiam s W lio W as B orn at 
Jo h n sto w n . 
JFrom the Philadelphia Inquirer.] 
An infant has been an honored guest of 
th e Children’s Aid Society in this city, at 
the neat and pretty home, No. 1725 Bar­ 
ker street. 
The home is in charge of Mrs. 
John Griffiths and her daughter, Mrs. 
M arter. 
The distinguished baby is Moses 
Flood W illiams, and he was born on the 
first day of the Johnstow n flood, and un­ 
der rem arkable circumstances. “The street 
is crazy over the little thing,’’ said Mrs. 
Griffiths yesterday. 
“The m arket people 
on N ineteenth street offered me §100 to get 
Mrs. W illiams to let the little one go to 
the m arket so they could exhibit it to the 
people. 
It’s a little beauty.” 
Mrs. Griffith’s eyes sparkled as she 
spoke of her charge. 
She gave this ac­ 
count of the birth of the baby, which is 
one of the almost incredible incidents of 
the flood : 
W hen the flood struck Johnstown Mrs. 
W illiam s was confined to her bed. 
H er 
husband, who was in the employ of the 
Cambria Iron Works, had just come home 
to change his dress, and was in the bed­ 
room with his wife when the rush and 
shouting of “ T he dam’s bursted ; fly for 
your life?” reached his ear?. 
H e realized 
w hat was coming, so, grabbing his wife 
from the bed with only her night clothes 
on, and pulling along his three children, 
they made their way to the roof, and had 
hardly got there, when, w ith a swish and 
w hirr, the house was torn from its founda­ 
tions and was washed away in the flood 
“ It rolled and tossed,” said Mrs. W il­ 
liam s to me, “ struck up against other 
houses, toppled over, as if it would sin k ; 
and then slashed up against trees, carrying 
them away by the roots. 
My husband had 
me around the waist with his right arm, 
w hile with the other he hung to the chim ­ 
ney. 
The children were made fast to his 
body by tearing up our night clothes into 
strips, and the littlest one he tied to his 
neck. 
So we drifted and drifted. 
Some 
times we would come 
w ithin 
almost 
touching distance of the shore on the 
mountain side, and the next we would be 
shot out.into the swish and w hirr of the 
flood again. 
It was half-past 8, or there 
abouts, the next morning, when we were 
flung, high and dry, on the m ountain side 
I was cold, half naked, and my children 
poor bairns, they had cried themselves to 
sleep, while my poor man looked as if his 
eyes were shooting out of their sockets. 
“ I cannot tell you how I felt. 
We m an­ 
aged to get ashore, and the only house we 
could find standing had already fifty-two 
people in it. 
To th at house 1 was taken ; 
I could not walk, and they had hardly put 
me on the floor of the house when 1 more 
than realized I was to become a mother. 
My old man asked if there was a physician 
present. 
Everybody said “No.” 
W hile 
lie was going among the crowd a tin roof 
was washed up to th e same spot, and a man 
and two women jumped ashore. 
Someone 
sa id : 1 H e is a physician.’ 
My husband 
rushed to him, and sute enough he was 
one. 
T he case was explained to him. My 
child was born, and I and all of us in that 
cottage got down on our knees and thanked 
God for his merciful saving of mine and 
th e baby’s life.” T hen the poor thing, as 
she told me this, would cry as if her heart 
would break. 
“Yes,” interrupted the daughter, “but 
the best part of the whole afluir was the 
baptism. 
The child was baptized by the 
Rev. Dr. Bealse, and it was th a t part of it 
th a t was so funny. 
The m inister suggested 
th a t it he called ‘Noah,’ but the father 
and m other objected, and suggested they 
would like it called ‘Moses,’ for, as the 
father said, ‘it was found in the bull- 
rnshes.’ 
So it was baptized Moses Flood 
"Williams.” 
“The child was born with only the li-lit 
from the wreck a t the bridge,” added Airs.

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THE AMBER SCARF-PIN. 


The scarf or cravat-pin which had such 
an effect upon my destinies, otherwise fated 
to be humble, unadventurous, and obscure, 
was a small drop of amber set in a gold 
mounting of somewhat fanciful design. In­ 
side the amber was a tiny insect, of the 
kind which Parisian jewelers made fash­ 
ionable a few years ago, as fetishes, under 
the name of “ cri-cris.” 
About six months ago I left England for 
Fpance in a singularly happy mood. I had 
just become engaged to a charming girl, 
and the object of my visit to Paris was to 
purchase, as presents to my bride, a quan­ 
tity of those articles so delightful to the 
fair sex, which Paris alone produces. If I 
had contented myself with patronizing 
British commerce, in the persons of the 
West End tradesmen, none of my subse­ 
quent misfortunes would have happened. 
But doubtless also another reason for my 
visit to Paris was that irresistible attrac­ 
tion which the French city exercises over 
all who have passed even a short time 
within its walls, an attraction for which no 
psychological reason can lie assigned, but 
which is felt by all. 
A great American 
statesman once described Paris to me as 
“ the magnet of the world.” 
“ I come 
here every year,” said he. 
“ I am sure 
I do not know why.” 
This attraction had doubtless influenced 
me when I decided that my present to 
Clara must be bought in Paris. I had lived 
in that city some years before, in my young 
and Bohemian days, and had had any­ 
thing but a good time. 
My principal 
reminiscences of the gay capital were of 
finaucial difficulties, of quarrels 
with 
tradesmen and hotel-keepers, and of a 
number of entirely undesirable acquaint­ 
ances. 
We had had an excellent crossing, and, 
after a hasty supper at Calais, I had got 
into a first-class carriage in the express to 
Paris. The only other occupant of the 
coupe was an English jockey, who went to 
sleep as soon as he had taken his seat. 1 
hail no such gooil fortune, as 1 am never 
able to sleep while traveling by train, and 
had to spend the weary hours as best I could 
with my thoughts. 
Fortunately at that 
time they were pleasant ones. 
At Amiens a French gentleman entered 
the train and seated himself directly op­ 
posite me. 
He was in a talkative humor, 
and it was not long before we were en­ 
gaged in conversation. 
Five minutes later 
he had introduced himself to me as the 
Marquis de Kergaradec, and it was not long 
before I was fully acquainted with his 
opinions on General Boulanger, on Emile 
Zola, Sara Bernhardt and the general va­ 
riety of Parisian topics. The Marquis 
was an old man, elegantly dressed, and 
wearing the red ribbon of the Legion 
of Honor. He was going to Paris, he 
told me, to be present at the Prix du 
Jockey Club—the Blue Ribbon of the 
French turf. 
“ That is to say,” he corrected himself, 
“ I am not going to Paris at all, but shall 
get out at Chantilly.” 
“ I thought the express did not stop 
there,” I said. 
“ When one is a big shareholder,” he 
laughed, “ il y a des acommodements with— 
the Northern Railway Company.” 
I had laughed at his ready adaptation 
of Tartoufife’s famous remark, and was 
about to say something in rejoinder, when 
I noticed that the Marquis' expression 
suddenly changed, and saw that he was 
staring at me in a manner which was al­ 
most offensive. His eyes were fixed on my 
collar. 
While I was wondering whether any­ 
thing in my linen was exciting the curi­ 
osity and interest of this carefully attired 
old gentleman, he bent forward and said, 
in quite an altered tone of voice: 
“ I beg 
your pardon, sir, but what a curious scarf- 
pin that is that you are wearing. Would 
you mind showing it to me ?” and added 
something about being an amateur of jew­ 
elry. 
1 willingly complied with his request, 
took the pin out of my tie and handed it to 
him. 
H e examined it carefully, turning it 
round and round. Then he stood up and 
held it close to the carriage lamp, m utter­ 
ing to himself. 
At last he handed it back to me with a 
curt “ Thank you,” an® changed his place 
to the seat in the opposite corner of the 
carriage, vis-a-vis to the sleeping jockey. 
“ It is a curious pin, is it not ?” I said 
politely, though completely mystified by 
his change of manner. 
But he made no answer, sitting still and 
watching me. 
I made another attempt to bring him 
to explain himself, but finding it impossi­ 
ble to get a word out of him. shrugged my 
shoulders and settled down again to my 
thoughts. 
At Chantilly the train stopped and the 
guard came to the door to inform the 
Marquis, with much respect, that he had 
reached his destination. 
“ I have changed my mind,” said the 
old gentleman, “ and shall go on to Paris. 
I remember I have an engagement at the 
Jockey Club.” 
A minute later the train was dashing 
on its way again, and did not stop till we 
reached Paris. 
1 had no luggage beyond a hund-valise 
and so had not to wait at the station. 
I 
jumped into a cab and drove off at once to 
the Grand Hotel, very anxious to get to 
bed. 
I need hardly say I had long since 
forgotten all about my strange traveling 
companion. 
However, half an hour later, 
as I was leaving the bureau of the hotel, 
where I had legistered my address, to go 
up to the room assigned me, 1 met the old 
fentleman again, going into the bureau. 
Ie stared hard at me as I passed, first at 
my face and then at my pin. 
1 thought it 
strange that he should have followed me, 
and his persistent rudeness 1 found stranger 
still, but I had no inclination to trouble 
my head as to the reasons of his eccentric­ 
ity, and dismissed him once again from my 
mind. 
At 10 o’clock I rose, dressed, and after 
the inevitable cafe au lait—that miserable 
substitute for an English breakfast—went 
down and out on the boulevard to visit the 
shoj* I had determined to patronize. 
As 
I passed under the porch of the hotel 1 
noticed a somewhat disreputable individ­ 
ual, who seemed to be standing there on 
sentry. 
1 noticed him again at the corner 
of the Rue de Valtny, and a third time, as 
1 was crossing the Place Vendóme. Just 
as 1 reached the arcade of the Rue de Cas- 
tiglione the man came up to me, laid his 
hand on my shoulder and thrust a pai>ei 
under my eyes. 
Thinking it was some begging petition. 
I was feeling in my pocket for some coins, 
when the man said : 
“ It is a warrant uf arrest. I am ordered 
to secure your person.” 
I took the pa(>er from him and read it 
carefully. 
It was a printed form, with 
blanks filled in in writing, and was signed 
with a perfectly illegible signature. 
We. Jugc <VInstruction, attached to the Trib­ 
u n al ol Paris, com m and the Agent of Public 
Safety, Ambrose B ernard, to arre>t and to bnnir 
before us the s te u r 
(my nam e) 
NroRUlF.TM. (?) 
“ I am perfectly ignorant of vour laws,” 
I said, “ and I am certain I don’t know 
what this means. 
Are you the Ambrose 
Bernard here mentioned ?” 
“ 1 am.” 
“ And what am I to do?" 
“ To follow me.” 
1 thought it hest to comply. 
If I had 
known what awaited me. I should cer­ 
tainly have knocked the man down and 
taken to my heels. 
It would have been 
much the wisest thing, however risky, to 
do. 
But I did not kuow then what it is 
to be an incriminated person in France. 
My conscience was easy, and I imagined 
that after a few minutes’ explanation 1 
should be free again. 


The agent conducted me to a neighbor­ 
ing police-station, showed the Superin­ 
tendent his warrant, had me searched and 
my pockets emptied, and locked me up in 
a cell. Here I remained for an hour, 
when I was fetched out and hustled into 
the “ salad basket," as the French call 
their “ Black Maria ” equipage. 
The 
“ Black Maria ” took me to the depot 
jail, where I was once more locked up. 
All this time not a word of explanation 
had I heard. 
1 had not the faintest idea 
what I was accused of, but, being inno­ 
cent of any offense, felt completely re­ 
assured. 
Indeed, my adventure somewhat 
amused me. It was a novel experience, 
and would give me something to talk 
about when I got back to England. 
By the French law every person ar­ 
rested on suspicion must be examined 
within twenty-four hours. 
It was four 
o’clock in the afternoon when I was 
fetched by two gardes de Paris to undergo 
my preliminary examination. The writ­ 
ings ot Gaboriau, Balzac and de Boisgobey 
have so fully described the mise en scene 
of the depot prison: the winding staircases, 
the dark passages by which a prisoner 
is brought to the fatal couloir, on which 
all the doors ol the rooms of the juges 
<Tinstruction, or examining magistrates, 
open, as well as the interior of such a 
room, that I will not describe what I 
saw, but come at once to the extraordi­ 
nary conversation which passed between 
me and the magistrate charged with the 
“ instruction ” of my “ affair.” 
After he had asked me my name, age 
and profession, and received my answers 
with credulous indiflerence, he opened a 
drawer in the table at which he was sit­ 
ting, took out an object, and laying it be­ 
fore me, said : 
“ Do you recognize this jewel ?” 
“ Certainly,” I answered, “ it is my 
scarf-pin. 
It was taken from me, with all 
my other belongings, at the police station 
this morning.” 
“ Can you tell me when and how this 
pin came into your possession ?” 
“ There you puzzle me,” I said, “ I don’t 
remember. 
It’s a curious fact,” I added, 
smiling at the Judge, “ but true. I have 
no idea where that pin comes from. I don’t 
remember having bought it.” 
“ Was it given to you ?” 
“ No. At least, I don’t remember ever 
having received such a gift.” 
“ Perhaps you picked it up in the street,” 
said the magistrate, with a slight touch of 
irony. 
“ Yes, perhaps I did. This is all I know 
about it; a few days ago, in turning over 
the contents of an old pormanteau, I found 
this pin. 
I did not care very much for its 
style, and can only account for my wearing 
it by the fact that I dressed in a great 
hurry on the evening that I left London, 
and that the first tie that came under my 
hand was the one into which I had stuck 
it when I found it.” 
“ Have you written down that state­ 
ment ?” This to his clerk. 
“ Yes. 
It’s all down.” 
“ Well, then, let us continue. Perhaps 
you know how and when you came into 
possession of this book,” said the magis­ 
trate, producing a volume and laying it 
before me. It was an old copy of the 
“ Memoirs of Abbe de Croisy,” "which I 
had brought over to Paris with me, and 
had left in my valise in the hotel. 
“ Yes,” I said, “ I remember that I 
picked it up on a bookstall on the Quai 
des Grands-Augustins about seven years 
ago. It—” 
“ About seven years ago?” said the 
magistrate slowly, as if to give his scrive­ 
ner time to get my answer written down. 
“ Yes. 
It was the first bargain I made, 
and that gave me a taste for book-hunting. 
I got it for two francs, and it is certainly 
worth two hundred. 
It is the first edi­ 
tion.” 
“ Where were you living in Paris seven 
years ago ?” 
“ I don’t remember._ It was some hotel 
in the Latin Quarter.” 
“ And what were you doing ?” 
“ I was trying my hand at belles-lettres." 
The magistrate here rose and touched a 
bell. To the usher whq answered his sum­ 
mons he gave the order to introduce the 
Marquis ae Kergaradec. 
It was the old gentleman who had been 
my traveling companion that morning. He 
bowed very politely to the magistrate, and 
gave me what I suppose was meant to be a 
withering glance. 
“ Monsieur le Marquis,” said the magis­ 
trate. “ do you recognize this pin?” 
“ I do. 
It is one which belonged to my 
late brother, the Comte de Kergaradec. 
He brought the stone back from China, 
and had it mounted in the Ruede laPaix. 
I recognize it all the more easily inasmuch 
as the setting, which is by no means a com­ 
mon one, was executed from a design I 
gave him.” 
“ And this book ?” 
“ As certainly. That book belonged to 
the Count. On the flyleaf is a dedication 
from the Abbe to Mme. de Poranouc, our 
ancestor in the time of Louis XV. 
Be­ 
sides, the Kergaradec arms are stamped on 
the cover.” 
“Quite satisfactory. 
These two articles 
were among the contents of the valise 
stolen from the Count, your brother, at the 
hotel in Senlis on the night when he was 
murdered ?" 
“They were. 
But my declaration to the 
police, made at the time, must be still in 
existence. 
I set down the entire contents 
of that valise, which I could do all the 
more correctly that I had packed it mv- 
self.” 
" 
“That declaration is in my hands. 
I 
only asked you for the form. 
Now. mon­ 
sieur,” continued tne magistrate, “look at 
the prisoner. 
Do you recognize him?” 
“I saw him for the first time in my life 
this morning.” 
“You are certain ?’’ 
“1 am.” 
“Well, then, all that I have to ask you 
now is to sign the paper on whicli my 
grrjfieT has written my questions and your 
answers. 
You can then withdrawn." 
The Marquis signed and departed, with 
another bow to the Judge and another 
withering glance at me. 
“What’s all this nonsense?” I said, 
when the door had closed on the old gen­ 
tleman. 
“What's all this nonsense about 
a Count, a valise stolen and a murder?” 
“I am here to question1’’ said the magis­ 
trate, “not you. 
Do you persist in refus­ 
ing to state how this pin came into your 
possession 
“I have told you all I know about it,” I 
answered. 
“Perhaps a little calm reflection will 
help to refresh your memory. 
I will see 
you again to-morrow. 
Meanwhile you 
will go hack to prison.” 
“You might at least tell me of what I 
am accused.” 
“Of the willful murder of Count Louis de 
Kergaradec in the Hotel of the Running 
Siag at Senlis on the night of September 
12, 1881, and of the robbery of his valise, 
which contained, among other valuables, 
the two articles found in his possession.” 
I burst out laughing. 
“Nothing else?” 
I said. 
“Not that I am aware of.” said the 
magistrate. “Please sign tiiis paper after 
reading it. It is our conversation just 
now.” 
1 signed, and as 1 was leaving the room 
the magistrate added in a most paternal 
tone: 
"Yes just try and remeinlier how 
that amber pin came into your possession. 
It will really be worth your while to ac­ 
count for it. A demnin. 
That evening 1 was transferred from the 
dejiot to Mazas Jail, where I was put 
au secret. This rigorous measure did not 
affect me at all, as J had no friends to see 
an<l no letters to write. 
I had had an idea 
of writing to the English Embassy, but, 
knowing how unwillingly interference is 
made with the justice of a country, I as 
soon dismissed it. 
The first question that the magistrate 
asked me on the following morning was: 
“What were you doing at Senlis on the 
night of September 12, 1881 ?” 


I said : “I don’t recollect having been 
there at all in that year.” 
“Do you deny ever having been in Sen­ 
lis at a ll?” 
“No. 
Formerly I used to pass through 
it while exploring the forest of Chantilly, 
and, now that I come to think of it, I did 
sleep there one night that I had missed 
the last train.” 
“Was it in the month of September ?” 
“Yes. Now I remember. 
It would be 
the 10th, 11th or 12th. 
My birthday is 
on the 9th of September, and I had re­ 
ceived a present of £5 that year from an 
uncle of mine, which I spent on an excur­ 
sion in the forest.” 
“Very good. 
It is well to be so frank. 
As a matter of fact, it was on the 12th, as 
we have learned by examining the hotel- 
woman’s register for that year. 
You are 
entered by your present name, and as a 
‘man of 
letters.’ 
There can 
be no 
doubt that it is you. The age and nation­ 
ality indicated are yours also.” 
A witness was then introduced in the 
person of Mme. Perrin, the proprietor of 
the Running Stag Inn. 
She recognized 
me at once as one of her lodgers on that 
night, and her testimony was confirmed by 
that of an old servant of hers, who had 
shown me to my room. 
After these had said all they had to say, 
the magistrate dismissed them and pro­ 
ceeded to examine me as follows : 
“You left the hotel early on the morning 
of the 13th, and took the train to Paris. 
You afterwards disappeared. 
Where did 
you go ?” 
“ I stayed in Paris a week and then went 
to London, where I have lived since. 
My affairs improved considerably, and I 
am now a successful man.” 
“Ah ! 
Well, and about that pin ? Have 
you remembered how you got it?” 
“I have been cudgelling my brains all 
night on the subject, but I cannot remem­ 
ber.” 
The magistrate looked astonished. 
I 
had been so artfully frank so far, he 
thought, in admitting what it was impos­ 
sible to deny, that my inability to explain 
away this circumstance seemed to him 
extraordinary. 
“It is unfortunate,” he said. 
“In fact, 
a number of unfortunate circumstances 
are against you. 
By the way,” he added 
abruptly, “ what has become of Pierre 
Bastide?” 
“Pierre Bastide ? 
I never heard that 
name before.” 
“Yes. Bastide. 
The man who was in 
the hotel the same night as you were, and 
who is suspected to be your accomplice. 
At first we thought that he alone was re­ 
sponsible, but since we have found these 
articles in your possession 
” 
“Do you really think, Monsieur le 
Judge,” I said, “that if I had murdered 
this Count to rob him, I should carry 
about on my person, and in full promi­ 
nence, such very damning evidence against 
myself ?” 
“The crime is an old one. 
You may 
have thought it was forgotten. But we do 
not forget here.” 
“Enfin," I said, “I know nothing about 
this murder. 
I never heard of it. 
I slept 
soundly all that night, and went back to 
Paris at -5 in the morning, and passed the 
rest of the time that I remained here in 
the Hotel des Grands-Augustins. 
I re­ 
membered its name last night. 
I am a 
respectable man, and whatever fortune I 
have I owe to my industry and good for­ 
tune." 
“ Your statement will be tested. 
Mean­ 
while, let me put before you the position 
in which you stand. 
Yon seem to treat it 
with indiflerence, and I must warn you 
that it is a very serious one. 
On the 10th 
of September, 1881, Count Louis de Ker- 
garadec, an eccentric old gentleman, ar­ 
rived at the Running Stag Hotel. The 
eccentricity of the Count consisted in al­ 
ways carrying with him all the money at 
his disposal, which, as he was a rich man, 
was usually a large sum. 
His valise, be­ 
sides a change of linen, contained a certain 
quantity of bank notes and a few of the 
antiquarian treasures of the Count. 
He 
was a great collector of curios of all sorts, 
and if he always had so much money about 
him, it was to be able to close a bargain at 
once for anything he might come upon in 
his travels. On the 11th, a man passing 
by the name of Pierre Bastide, and de­ 
scribing himself as a cafe waiter, came to 
the hotel and took the room at the top of 
the house. On the 12th you came, and 
after inspecting several rooms insisted on 
having the one adjoining that in the occu­ 
pation of the Count. 
You refuse supper, 
and go to bed at a remarkably early hour. 
The next morning—you had taken the pre­ 
caution of paying your bill in advance— 
you leave the hotel hurriedly at 5 in the 
morning while il was still dark. At 8 
o’clock Bastide came down to breakfast, 
eats quietly, pays his bill, and goes away 
witti his knapsack on his back.

I 
caused you to be arrested and had your 
room searched, with the result that this 
book was found in your possession.

FUTURE OF ELECTRICITY. 


E d ison R eliev es in It as a M otive P o w er 
- B u t It W ill T ak e T im e. 
Thomas A. Edison said in an interview 
with a reporter of the Pittsburg Dispatch: 
“T on ask meabout the future of electricity. 
It is the coming motive power. 
It will be 
used on all the railroads some day, but 
the point is to get an economical engine. 
My theory is to have immense dynamos 
located all along the line of the road, and 
have the electricity conveyed from these 
stationary engines to the locomotives bv 
wires through the rails. 
For example, "l 
would put two big engines between New 
\o rk and Philadelphia, and enough power 
could be furnished to whisk the limited at 
the rate of 100 miles an hour. 
Rut this is 
the point 1 have been working on for 
years; to transmute heat directly into 
electricity without the intervention of 
boilers, steam and all that. W hat an 
enormous amount of expense could be 
saved if this could be done. Think of put­ 
ting something into the heat of that nat­ 
ural gas tire and making electricity out of 
it. 
It can be done. I feel it in my bones, 
and just now I have a suspicion that I am 
on the right track, but it is a pesky prob­ 
lem—one that can be worked out only in 
time. 
“ I have been experimenting with an 
electric road in New Jersey. 
1 had rails 
laid as they put them down on railroads, 
but the machine would run off the track 
in going around the curves. 
I then raised 
the curve to an angle of forty degrees 
and the motor went around all right. 
It 
looked as if the engine would topple over, 
but it didn't. 
You know in a centrifugal 
machine yon can make a ear go clear 
around a circle in the air without leaving 
the track. 
“ At the present time the phonograph is 
occupying my time. 
I have been improv­ 
ing it, and it is more perfect to-day than 
ever. In speaking into the phonograph it 
was soon found that the silibants were not 
recorded. 
For instance, if I were to say 
‘species’ the ‘sp’ sound would be lost. 
Well, I have about solved the problem 
now, and the sound of ‘s’ is inscribed with 
the other letters. 1 run the phonograph 
or graphophone in three ways—with a 
treadle, a battery, or with the ordinary in­ 
candescent light by attaching the machine 
with a wire to a lamp. 
Business people 
can have their choice. 
I shouldn’t want 
to be bothered with a treadle, and 1 think 
the best plan is to use the electric light, 
since they are now so commonly distrib­ 
uted. The battery is made to last for a 
month, three months or six months with­ 
out being renewed. 
Let every man take 
his choice. I am making the three kinds.” 


L ^ t’s Go to C h ile. 
In Chile the street car conductors are all 
women, and the business of tram compan­ 
ies has benefited vastly by the change 
from rough, rude men to sweet fascinating 
girls. 
It is so pleasant to give your fare 
to a pretty, smiling lass who thanks you 
with a roguish glance of a bright black 
eye, and says, “Gracias, senor,’’ with two 
rosy lips. Besides, the girls don’t chew 
tobacco nor drink whisky, and so the air of 
the car is not contaminated by mephitic 
odors as the conductor passes you. I think 
this is a great improvement worthy of 
imitation in this city. The girls might 
dress in “ vivandeiere” suits, and would be 
a welcome ornament of our street traffic, 
which needs some 
artistic coloring.—

C a re fo r A n im a ls. 
It was once thought, and indeed was, 
evidence of an advance in civilization 
when man began using the labor of the 
ox, ass and horse to save his own. 
What 
animals thus save to human muscle has 
been of incalculable benefit. But the chief 
tendency just now is toward saving ani­ 
mals unnecessary labor. 
Steam not only 
takes the place of horse-power, but animals 
of all kinds are eared for in ways to make 
them least trouble. Fattening stock is 
kept up in barns and fed, rather than be 
allowed or required to go out and wrestle 
for its living. 
A large part of human in­ 
dustry in some States goes to producing 
what is only indirectly human food. 
It is 
the material out of which is made pork, 
beef and mutton. 
Not only this, but men 
are learning the economy of producing for 
stock food that which requires most labor, 
rather than least. Corn either as grain or 
fodder, carefully cultivated, is cheaper 
food than is hay in nearly every part of 
the country. 
And when com is put into 
the silo for winter feed the animal eating 
it has had performed for him the first work 
of the stomach in the digestion of its food. 
Can care for animals further go than this ?

K xposition.

a s h i n g t o n , July 19:h.—Consul G. W . 
Griffin at Sidney, New South Wales, sends 
a long teport to the State D epartm ent on 
the Melbourne Centennial International 
E xhibition. 
After describing the other exhibits, he 
sa y s: 
“'The space occupied by the United 
States was nearly 90,000 square feet, and it 
is interesting to note that out of a total of 
330 American exhibits no fewer than 214 
received awards, and 110 of them were of 
the first order of merit. 
Much regret was 
expressed at the absence of the Edison 
phonograph; but that instrum ent, at the 
tim e of the opening of the exhibition, had 
n o t reached its present perfection. 
“ Messrs. Parke <fc Lacy, of San Francisco, 
had an exhibit of machinery which at­ 
tracted no sm all am ount of attention, and 
especially their ore-dressing appliances. 
W hat impressed m s more than anything 
else was the very la-ge num ber of exhibits 
from San Francisco. Indeed, it seemed 
th at more prominence was given to them 
than to the exhibits from cities of the A t­ 
lantic coast. Charles M. Plum & Co. had 
a superb display of upholstered furniture. 
T he exhibition of the Antisell Piano Com­ 
pany attracted universal attention. The 
patent tuning device belonging to their in­ 
strum ents give them an im mense advan­ 
tage over those of the German, French, 
and other European m anfacturers. 
“ The Risdon Iron and Locomotive W orks 
Lad a tine display of m ining machinery, 
am ong which was the Bryan roller quartz 
m ill, made at the company’s works in San 
Francisco. This invaluable machine is the 
invention of J. M. Bryan, and possesses 
m any advantages over other mills, from 
th e fact that it requires less power and less 
attention to drive it. and has fewer parts to 
geQout of order. The only pieces it is ever 
necessary to replace are the steel tires and 
dies, which can be renewed at a sm all cost 
an d w ithout stopping the m ill. These 
m ills are used not only in California, but 
in Idaho, Montana, Colorado and other 
States of the Union. 
“ J. Everding, of San Francisco, has a fine 
exhibit of laundry m achinery and a new 
kind of granulated soap made w ithout 
grease, resin or potash. The Union Box 
Company, of 8an Francisco, has a large 
supply of their manufactures. There were 
m any other California houses represented, 
a ll of which will be duly mentioned in 
various reports of the exhibition. 
Among 
the most tastefully arranged exhibits are 
those of the leading tobacco factories of the 
U nited States. The success of American 
exhibits will unquestionable result in a de­ 
cided increase of trade relations between 
the two countries.'’

a s h i n g t o n , July 19th —The following 
inside history of the H ayti complications 
and 
Blaine’s 
interest 
therein, became 
know n to-night. 
Shortly before President Salomon died 
he despaired of ever having an entirely 
stable government in H ayti w ithout the 
friendly assistance of the United States, 
and he concluded to ask for a close alli­ 
ance. 
H e first made a verbal proposition 
to our Minister at H ayti and later put it in 
th e form of au official comm unication, 
w hich he sent to President Cleveland. 
He 
offered in this comm unication to give to 
the United States the absointe right to the 
port and harbor known as San Nicholas, 
one of the best harbors of the island, for a 
naval station, that we might establish there 
a coaling station and harbor for the Am er­ 
ican squadron. 
There were very great reasons, which 
still exist, why the proposition to give us 
the port of San Nicholas should have been 
received with great satisfaction. 
We have 
no harborage or coaling station in the 
W est Indies. W ith complications that are 
liable to arise at any time over the conflict­ 
ing interests of France and America—the 
interoceanic canal enterprise and other 
m atters of commercial value to us—it is of 
thegreatest importance that we should have 
a foothold tor a naval station in this vicinity. 
T here is no better place than that offered 
by President Salomon. 
The proposition was still unacted upon 
when Blaine went into the State Depart­ 
m ent, and it is believed to have furnished 
an incentive for the proposition to send a 
Commission to H ayti. It is not at all cer­ 
tain that in the ordinary course of diplom ­ 
acy we would be able to get 
liberal con­ 
cessions from the new Gover* ment as were 
offered by Salomon. The present state of 
“ flairs might be used, however, by proper 
diplomacy, to bring about such a conces­ 
sion as we want. 
It is believed that Blaine's idea in pro­ 
posing a Commission was to m ake inquiries 
into this m atter and to learn wtiat Legit­ 
im e’s position wss before recognizing him 
by sending a Minister. 
There is a very close relationship be­ 
tween the interests ot Hayti and those in 
Panam a and the Nicaragua canal projects. 
F or this reasou the French are striving for 
suprem acy. 
A French power in H ayti 
would be a menace to American interests. 
T he enforcement of the Monroe doctrine 
is involved in this m atter, and with it the 
danger of trouble with France. 
H ayti is 
th e key to the looked for inter-oceanic 
canal commerce, ami for that reasou the 
French would strive to weaken our influ­ 
ence iu H ayti and to establish them«elves 
there.

nnttee of five from the Republican Na­ 
tional Executive Committee, consisting of 
C hairm an (juay, Vice-Chairman Clarkson 
Treasurer Dudley, Mr. Fessenden, of Con­ 
necticut, and Mr. Hobarth, of New Jersev, 
have been in conference here for three 
days, with a view to harm onizing the 
troubles in the Republican party in V ir­ 
ginia. Delegations from both parties have 
been heard. Brady and Groner of the 
anti-M ahone element, first submitted to 
abide by the decision of the National Com­ 
m ittee, and the Mahone side showed a 
sim ilar desire to reach unity.

PA C IFIC COAST H A R BO R S. 


R ep o rt 
to th e W ar D ep a rtm en t 
th e W ork D on e. 


W a s h i n g t o n , July 19th.—The annual re­ 
port of the officer in charge of the work at 
Baa Francisco harbor, and the harbors 
on the coast south of that point, reached 


the W ar D epartm ent to-day. It shows that 
the work of the survey of San Francisco 
harbor progressed satisfactorily dnnng the 
year, but will require $14,000 more and an­ 
other’s year’s work to complete it. Noth­ 
ing was done in the survey of San Pablo, 
Suisun and Carquinez bays, or the m ouths 
of the Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers, 
because the coast survey is now engaged on 
them . The work progressed satisfactorily 
in Oakland harbor, consisting of dredging 
and building stone jetties. 
H e estimates that it witi require $500.000 
to continue this work, and for Napa river 
and canal. $20,000. 
At San Luis Obispo complaint is made of 
lack of facilities for work, and an appro­ 
priation of $150,000 is asked for next year. 
At W ilmington harbor there has been 
delay owing to the high prices asked for 
work. New bids have been asked and 
work will begin soon.

The decoy 
deal has been in progress for some time be­ 
tween the detectives and Driggs lor the 
sale of $25,000 in ten United States Treas­ 
ury notes. Driggs agreed to the sale, and 
yesterday m et the Treasury agents at a 
place near Dayton to turn over the spurious 
money. Seeing him self caught, he made a 
desperate resistance to his arrest, and suc­ 
ceeded in severely wounding one of the de­ 
tectives. Driggs has been repeatedly ar­ 
rested, and is considered the most skillful 
counterfeiter in existence.

A rich and power­

Unless hired 
mourners could lie engaged she was ex­ 
pected to do the mourning on occasion of 
a death. 
If her husband died she must 
shriek and wail for a year, or until a 
mound or cairn was raised over his corpse. 
A very crude morality existed in pagan 
times which perm itted a chief or hero 
rights over the persons of women th at are 
sufficiently startling when met with all 
their unconscious naivete in the oldest 
tales. 
C hristianity tried to put order into 
this promiscuous condition of affairs, but it 
would never have succeeded as it has were 
it not th at the m aterial for the work was 
superior.

A FLOWING WELL 


M any L ittle Riah C om e Up W ith 
th e 
W ater. 
On the ranch of P. J. Flannery a few 
miles north of Marysville, on one of the 
roads leading to Brown’s Valley, there is a 
carious well 
It was bored last sum m er to 
a deptb of seventeen and a halt feet, w hen 
the water rose to the surface of the ground 
within the six or seven-inch pipe that was 
used as a casing. 
The boring was then 
discontinued. 
It was through suit m ate­ 
rial all the way down, with the exception 
of a foot or two of hard-pan near the sur­ 
face, and cost only about $5. The well has 
continued to discharge water above the 
surface, and during the w inter season rises 
eight or ten inches higher than in sum m er. 
It is about half a mile west of the Yuba 
river, and the circumstances indicate that 
the water in the well has it source in that 
stream . 
Little fish, about h alf an inch 
long, are discharged with the flow from the 
well, and these doubtless find their way 
from the river through some subterranean 
channels or crevices to the bottom of the 
well. 
The only use thus far made of the well is 
to furnish water for stock. 
The land is 
used for pasturage and is too wet from 
seepage to m ake irrigation desirable. 
The 
seepage keeps the grass green all the vear 
round. 
The surplus flow from the well 
goes into Simmerly slough.—MarytiiiU A li­ 
neal.

John Splan gives the following advice to 
young trainers : “ If I was going to advise 
a boy on the subject I would say first that 
he must have a natural love for the horse 
in his character, and then th e determ ina­ 
tion to learn, and the harder he applies 
him self the better for him. 
The vounger 
he commences the better, and to be an ex­ 
pert he wants to commence at “ the lowest 
round of the ladder,” that is,, to groom and 
properly care for a horse. 
W hile this 
part of his education is going 011 he must 
not neglect his school books. 
It is not 
necessary th at he should have a college 
course, but it is absolutely necessary for 
his success th at he shall have a good busi­ 
ness education. 
An education will help 
him to expand his m ind and teach him to 
think, and I know of no profession th at 
requires more thinking than to train a 
large stable full of horses successfully. 
_ “A nother im portant feature in a trainer 
is his personal conduct and manner. Study 
to be a gentleman at all times, dress well, 
use good language, and remember one 
thing, th at no man can be successful who 
is addicted to strong drink. 
If a man 
wants to be a physician he takes a course 
in some medical 
college, 
attends the 
lectures and studies, and after a certain 
amount of practice is given a diploma. 
Unfortunately for some horse 
trainers 
there are no schools of th at kind for their 
business, they have to learn it in a hap­ 
hazard sort of way. 
So th at every trainer 
is really obliged to learn by actual experi­ 
ence. 
Never get im patient and think you 
are not learning fast enough. 
‘Go slow 
and be sure you are rig h t’ is a rule that 
has won many a close race. 
Bv connect­ 
ing yourself with a trainer who has a 
large stable, if you are a close observer you 
will learn faster than any other way th at 
I know of. 
Remember th at you áre not 
there simply to earn wages, but to improve 
vourself as well.”
